UNION   STATE  CONVENTION 

HELD  AT 

SYRACUSE.  SEPTEMBER  2,  1863. 


The  following  call  was  published  in  the  loyal 
papers  of  the  State  of  New  York  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  month  of  July  and  the  month 
of  August,  1863  : 

"UNION  STATE  CONVENTION." 

A  Union  State  Convention  will  be  held  at 
Syracuse  on  the  second  day  of  September  next, 
at  11  o'clock  A.  M,,  to  nominate  State  officers, 
and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  may  pro- 
perly come  before  the  Convention.  All  persons 
who  are  in  favor  of  unconditionally  sustaining 
the  Administration  in  a  vigorous  ju-osecution  of 
the  war  until  the  rebellion  is  finally  suppressed, 
and  of  maintaining  public  order  and  the  en- 
forcement of  the  laws,  are  invited  to  unite  in 
the  selection  of  three  delegates  from  each  As- 
sembly district  to  attend  such  State  Conven- 
tion. In  counties  and  districts  where  there  are 
Republican  and  Union,  or  other  committees  of 
organizations  friendly  to  the  Administration, 
they  are  requested  to  unite  in  one  call. 

The  officers  to  be  nominated  are :  Secretary 
of  State,  Comptroller,  State  Treasurer,  Attor- 
ney General,  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Ca- 
nal Commissioner,  Inspector  of  State  Prisons, 
and  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
^  It  is  also  recommended  that  a  Mass  Ratifica- 
tion Meeting  of  the  loyal  young  men  of  the 
State  be  held  at  Syracuse  on  the  third  day  of 
September,  1863,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.

Union  State  Cotnmittee. 
Dated  Saratoga  Springs,  July  23,  1863." 

In  response  to  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
above  call  delegations  from  the  diifferent  Assem- 
bly districts  of  thn  State  assembled  in  conven- 
tion in  the  forenoon  of  Wednesday,  September 
2,  1863,  in  Wieting  Hall,  Syracuse. 

At  11  o'ciock  Hon.  Henry  R.  Low,  chairman 
of  the  Union  State  Central  Committee,  called 
the  convention  to  order  and  asked  what  was  its 
pleasure. 

Hon.  George  Opdyke,  of  New  York,  moved 
that  the  organization  of  the  convention  be 
postponed  until  2  o'clock.  He  said  that  liis 
object  in  making  the  motion  was  the  hope  tliat 
a  fuller  consultation  of  the  various  delegations 
in  attendance  would  result  in  more  harmoniza- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  convention.  He  said 
that  he  made  the  motion  at  the  suggestion  of  a 
number  of  leading  delegates.  He  was  the  more 
influenced  to  make  the  motion  because  at  no 
time  was  their  action  more  important  than  at 
this  moment,  and  he  hoped  it  would  prevail. 
[Applause.] 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  sec- 
onded the  motion,  and  said  that  the  spirit  in 
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which  it  was  made  would  conduce  greatly  to 
harmonize  the  action  of  the  convention  and  to 
secuie  the  success  of  the  nominees  at  the  polls. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  convention 
stood  adjourned  till  2  o'clock. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  convention  reassembled  at  2  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  and  was  called  to  order  hy  Hon. 
Henry  R.  Low,  chairman  of  the  Union  State 
Central  Committee,  who  asked  the  pleasure  of 
the  convention. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  moved 
that  Hon.  WARD  HUNT  of  Oneida  be  elected 
temporary  chairman  of  the  convention. 

The  nomination  was  received  and  seconded 
with  loud  applause. 

Hon.  S.  H.  Hammond,  of  Jefferson,  said  he 
had  understood  that  a  committee  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  compromise  certain  contingencies 
and  present  to  this  convention  certain  names 
for  its  suffrages,  and  it  was  proper  perhaps  that 
that  committee  should  report.  He  had  not 
been  so  fortunate  as  to  be  present  when  that 
committee  was  appointed,  and  he  did  not  know 
the  names  of  the  gentlemen  constituting  it ;  but 
it  was  rumored  that  gentlemen  not  delegates  to 
this  convention  were  members  of  that  commit- 
tee. While  he  should  vote  for  Ward  Hunt  for 
temporary  chairman  of  this  meeting  because  he 
was  his  [Mr.  Hammond's]  friend,  and  because 
he  believed  Mr.  Hunt  to  be  a  patriotic,  prudent 
and  loyal  man,  he  should  not  vote  for  him  be- 
cause he  had  been  named  for  the  position  by  the 
committee  to  which  he  had  just  alluded.  Hith- 
erto, conventions  of  this  kind  had  bi^en  appar- 
ently, at  least,  managed  by  the  bodies  them- 
selves. Now  there  was  no  man  wliom  he  could 
vote  for,  for  temporary  chairman  or  permanent 
chairman  with  more  pleasure  than  Ward  Hunt. 
He  was  a  thoroughly  patriotic  and  capable  man, 
but  he  would  not  vote  for  him  because  the  com- 
mittee had  settled  the  matter  in  advance.  And 
while  he  was  up,  he  would  note  another  ques- 
tion. It  was  understood  that  this  same  com- 
mittee had  also  fixed  upon  a  permanent  chair- 
man for  the  convention.  Was  that  so  ?  And 
more  than  tliat  he  had  understood  that  the 
same  committee  had  determined  who  should 
constitute  the  committees  of  the  convention. — 
Was  that  so  ?  There  were  a  great  many  dele- 
gates present  who  would  like  to  be  enlightened 
upon  that  subject  and  he  would  ask  any  mem- 
ber of  that  committee  to  give  the  convention  the 
desired  information.  [Cries  of  "Question."] — 
In  conclusion,  Mr.  Hammond  stated  he  had  said 
all  he  desired  to  say. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  said 
that  before  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  question 
he  desired  to  refer  briefly  to  the  remarks  of  the 
gentleman  from  Jefferson  [Mr.  Hammond  ] — 
He  [Mr.  Raymond]  had  moved  the  election  of 
Mr:  Hunt  as  temporary  chairman  of  the  conven- 
tion of  his  own  will,  and  he  desired  the  conven- 
tion to  vote  upon  the  motion  as  they  pleased. 
He  was  not  aware  that  any  committee  or  any 


other  body  had  been  appointed  by  this  conven 
tion  to  arrange  its  officers  or  committees,  oti 
any  body  else  to  be  supported  by  the  conven'i 
tion.^  He  was  free  to  confess,  however,  that  iie 
his  individual  capacity  as  a  delegate  to  thit 
convention,  he  had  held  full  and  free  converr 
sations  with  gentlemen  who  were  also  members! 
and  it  was  quite  possible  that  he  had  spoke] 
to  some  who  were  not  members,  on  the  subjei 
of  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  order  t 
promote  harmony  and  preserve  that  unity  an« 
that  determination  of  action  which  would  b 
found  essential  to  our  success.  [Applause.]  H 
wishes  to  disclaim  for  himself  any  part 
lot  in  attempting  to  bind  any  member  of  thi 
convention  by  any  decision  whatever  of  com 
mittees  outside  or  inside  of  this  convention,  a 
to  the  vote  he  should  give  on  this,  that  or  an 
other  question.  He  [Mr.  Raymond]  most  cei 
tainly  acted  on  his  own  responsibility  and  h 
trusted  that  every  member  of  the  conventio: 
would  do  the  same  in  whatever  vote  he  gav( 
[Applause.] 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Raymond  was  carrie 
unanimously. 

The  Chair  appointed  Hon.  Charles  G.  Folge 
of  Ontario,  and  Hon.  Clarke  B.  Cochran 
of  Albany,  a  committee,  to  escort  the  tern 
porary  chairman  to  his  seat. 

Hon.  Ward  Hunt,  the  temporary  chairman  c 
the  Convention,  appeared  on  the  stage,  andwa 
received  with  prolonged  applause.  On  takin 
his  seat  he  said  : 

The  conspiracy  against  the  greatness  and  in 
tegrity  of  these  United  States,  seems  to  h 
drawing  to  a  close.  The  rebellion  which  fo 
more  than  two  years  has  sought  to  overthro^ 
our  government,  seems  about  to  be  crushe<3 
The  million  of  men  who  have  been  called  fror 
the  pursuits  of  peace,  to  the  field  of  battle,  wi] 
soon  have  gained  the  object  of  their  strugglt 
The  three  hundred  thousand  Nortliern  me] 
who  have  died  in  defense  of  their  country,  wi] 
not  have  died  in  vain.  [Applause.] 

The  lesson  taught  to  traitors,  the  desolation 
the  destruction  of  life,  the  utter  disgrace  an 
final  overthrow  of  the  rebel  leaders,  with  tn 
permanent  establishment  upon  this  Northerj 
continent  of  one  Government,  one  Constitutioii 
one  people,  one  laws,  will  be  worth  all  tloi 
blood  and  treasure  expended  to  obtain  it.  [Ad 
plause.j 

History  will  do  better  justice  to  the  Adminisj 
tration  and  to  the  President  accomplishing.' 
this  result  than  our  own  day  will  be  able  t 
award.  [Applause.]  No  man  can  now  com 
prehend  the  embarrassments,  the  difficulties 
the  perplexities  encountered  by  this  Adminis 
tration,  when  it  determined,  on  the  4th  c 
March,  1861,  to  save  the  country  from  the  rui: 
to  which  it  was  so  rapidly  drifting.  No  ma: 
can  now  justly  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  it 
efforts  iu  that  behalf.  History  will  speak 
uncertain  word,  and  posterity  will  not  fail  t 
do  ample  justice  to  those  who  now  receive  un 
measured  denunciation  from  their  enemies,  an 
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faltering  support  from  their  professing 
ends.    [Applause.]     Future  ages  will  cry 
me  upon  those  faint-hearted  friends  of  the 
esident,  who  hesitate  to  support  him  in  his 
orts  to  obtain  soldiers  for  our  exhausted 
mies,  who  allow  the  humane  provisions  of  an 
t  scrupulously  guarding  the  rights  of  the  poor 
d  the  friendless,  to  be  tortured  into  a  pre- 
sence for  the  rich  and  an  oppression  of  the 
;or_who  complain  of  any  difficulty  or  delay, 
10  are  outraged  at  every  exercise  of  power, 
id  who  are  discouraged  and  disheartened  at 
ery  failure  of  our  arms.  [Applause.]  While 
ere  are  many  such  craven  friends  of  the  Ad- 
inistration,  God  be  thanked  that  the  mass  of 
e  people  rejoice  in  its  successes,  sympathise 
ith  its  reverses,  cheer  it  with  words  of  kmd- 
jss  and  encourage  it  with  the  hope  of  better 
lys.    The  brilliant  victories  of  our  arms  have 
ven  the  country  all  the  military  successes  it 
m  desire.    Gettysburg,  Vicksburg,  Port  Hud- 
m  and  Sumter,  have  prostrated  the  hopes  of 
le  rebels,  exhausted  their  resources  and  de- 
oralized  their  armies.  [Applause  ]    The  vic- 
.ries  of  Peace,  no  less  renowned  than  those  of 
T'ar,  are  now  within  our  reach.    We  now  need 
political  success,  the  proof  of  a  political  vic- 
►ry,  that  good  men  and  true  appreciate  and 
pprove  the  efforts  of  the  administration.  We 
eed  to  destroy  the  existence  of  that  party,  m 
'hichisto  be  found  every  rebel  or  traitor  m 
le  State,  every  man  who  sympathises  with 
•eason  or  encourages  it,  every  maker  and  en- 
ourager  of  riots,  whether  himself  boldly  taking 
cms  against  law  and  order,  or  preaching  dis- 
Dyalty  by  speeches  and  messages.  [Applause.] 
Ours  be  the  task  to  accomplish  this  result, 
.y  nominating  a  ticket  which  all  will  approve, 
nd  which  every  true-hearted  man  may  cor- 
ially  support.  [Applause.]    What  is  the  plea- 
ure  of  the  convention  ?

Hon.  H.  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  moved 
that  the  resolutions  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr,  HuTCHiNS  stated  that  his  reason  for  of- 
fering the  resolution  at  this  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings was,  that  heretofore  the  action  was  de- 
ferred to  a  later  period  when  many  delegates 
had  left  for  home.  This  he  wished  to  avoid, 
being  desirons  of  having  a  full  convention  of 
delegates  from  each  judicial  district  to  select 
members  of  the  State  Committee  for  the  appro- 
val of  the  Convention.  If  it  were  not  done  now, 
it  must  be  done  by  and  by  in  the  hurry  of  the 
business  of  the  convention  and  perhaps  in  the 
midst  of  nominations.  He  saw  no  reason  why 
delegates  from  the  different  districts  could  not, 
during  the  intermission,  meet  and  be  prepared 
to  present  names  to  the  Conveotion  at  the  next 
session. 

Mr.  Raymond  said  that  his  only  reason  for 
moving  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table  was, 
that  the  action  contemplated  by  it  was  proper- 
ly business  belonging  to  the  convention,  when 
it  should  have  been  permanently  organized. 
The  temporary  organization  was  intended  mere- 
ly as  preliminary  to  reach  a  permanent  organi- 
zation wherein  the  business  of  importance  was 
transacted.  It  was  on  that  ground  alone  that  he 
moved  that  the  resolution  lie  on  the  table.  He 
had  no  objection  to  the  general  sentiment  of  the 
resolution,  but  only  to  its  being  introduced  now. 

A.  G.  Rice,  Esq.,  of  Cattaraugus  stated  that  it 
was  probable  the  Committees  of  the  Convention 
would  be  in  session  during  the  recess  of  the 
convention,  and  the  delegates  in  those  commit- 
tees would  like  to  act  with  their  co-delegates  in 
thair  respective  judicial  districts  in  the  designa- 
tion of  members  of  the  State  Committee.  That 
he  thought  was  a  reason  why  the  resolution 
should  not  now  be  adopted.  Another  reason 
was  that  rival  delegations  from  different  dis- 
tricts, until  their  rights  were  determined,  would 
not  know  whether  they  were  entitled  to  act  in 
the  selection  of  members  of  State  Committee  or 
not.  He  therefore  hoped  the  motion  to  lay  the 
resolution  of  Mr.  Hutchins  on  the  table  would 
prevail. 

Mr.  HuTCHlNS  consented  to  allow  the  resolu- 
tion to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  Wakeman's  appearance  on  the  stage  was 
greated  with  loud  applause.  On  taking  the 
Chair  he  said  : — 


SPEECH  OF  Hon.  ABEAM  WAKEMAN. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  : — I  beg  you 
to  accept  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  honor  you 
have  conferred  upon  me,  in  calling  upon  me 
to  act  as  your  presiding  officer.  I  little  sup- 
posed when  I  came  here,  that  I  was  to  have  im- 
posed on  me  the  arduous  duty  of  this  position. 
1  accept  it  with  diffidence.  Relying  upon 
your  kind  consideration,  I  shall  endeavor  to 
exercise  the  duties  of  the  office  impartially  and 
J  justly,  and  I  trust  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  en- 
tire Convention. 

We  come  here,  gentlemen,  under  peculiar 
circumstances.  You  are  the  representatives  of 
the  great  State  of  New  York,  which  by  the  mis- 
fortunes of  our  last  political  canvass  has  been 
placed  in  a  position  antagonistic  to  the  loyal 
sentiment  of  the  great  American  people.  We 
come  here  to-day  hoping  to  nominate  candi- 
dates, and  we  expect  by  co-operation,  and  by 
manifesting  a  spirit  of  conciliation  and  compro- 
mise to  present  names  that  will  secure  a  large 
majority  of  the  suflrages  of  the  people  of  our 
noble  State.  [Applause.] 

We  must  expect  opposition.  Under  all  cir- 
cumstances people  are  liable  to  be  divided.  No 
truth  was  ever  enunciated  so  clearly,  so  dis- 
tinctly, or  so  wisely,  but  people  were  divided  up- 
on it.  Even  the  purest  morality  of  the  Gospel, 
finds  a  division  in  public  sentiment.  And  you 
may  expect  even  to-day,  that  our  people  will  be 
divided  upon  the  question  of  affording  support 
to  the  Government.  Your  candidates  will  have 
bitter  opposition  from  one  end  of  the  state 
to  the  other,  and  it  is  for  you  to  present  such 
nominations  as  will  secure  as  large  and  as  uni- 
ted a  support  as  possible. 

But,  feiiow-citizens,  and  members  of  Conven- 
tion, it  is  useless  to  expect  those  who  try  to  dis- 
courage and  divide  loyal  men,  and  embarrass 
the  Government,  to  support  your  ticket.  The 
newspapers  that  have  been  suppressed  for  trea- 
sonable sentiments,  either  by  the  Government 
or  by  returned  soldiers,  will  oppose  your  nomi- 
nations. Men  who  say  that  our  soldiers  who  go 
to  fight  for  the  Government,  ought  to  be  shot, 
will  oppose  your  nominations.  Men  who  op- 
pose the  confiscation  of  the  property  of  armed 
rebels  will  oppose  your  nominations.  Men  who 
oppose  the  employment  of  negroes  to  relieve 


our  soldiers  from  hardships,  and  save  their 
lives  in  digging  trenches,  and  in  military  service, 
will  oppose  your  nominations.  Men  who  op- 
pose the  war  to  crush  the  rebellion,  by  threat- 
ening revolution  and  resistence  to  the  laws,  in 
the  north,  will  oppose  your  ticket.  And  they, 
who  offered  to  lead  a  mob  to  hurl  the  President 
from  his  chair  by  force,  and  those  who  ap- 
plauded that  sentiment,  will  oppose  your  nom- 
inations. Men  who  favor  or  hint  at  disunion 
by  the  separation  of  the  West  from  New  Eng- 
land, and  the  alliance  of  the  Western  states 
with  the  Rebel  Confederacy,  will  oppose  your 
nominations.  Men  mean  enough  to  denounce 
the  Government,  and  refuse  to  fight  to  main- 
tain it,  and  discourage  others  from  doing  so, 
but  yet  claim  equal  rights  and  protection  un- 
der its  laws,  will  refuse  to  support  your  nopi- 
inations.  [Applause.]  Men  who  seek  to  demor- 
alize our  army,  by  advising  soldiers  to  desert, 
will  oppose  your  nominations.  [Applause.] 
And  men  looked  upon  by  armed  traitors  as 
their  "  friends"  and  allies,  will  oppose  your 
nominations.  Men  who  raise  the  cry  of  "  ab- 
olitionist" against  loyal  men  for  sustaining 
the  Government  and  opposing  the  rebels,  will 
oppose  your  nominations.  [Great  applause.] 
The  men  who  threatened  to  dissolve  the  Union 
if  they  were  beaten  at  the  ballot  box,  so  as 
to  lose  their  hold  on  the  spoils,  will  oppose 
your  nominations.  The  men  engaged  in  the 
rebellion  to  overthrow  the  Government,  be- 
cause they  are  not  willing  the  voice  of  the 
majority  through  the  ballot  box  shall  govern, 
will  oppose  your  nominations.  And  men 
whose  disloyalty  and  sympathy  with  the  open 
foes  of  the  Government,  will  disgrace  their 
memory  and  curse  their  posterity,  will  refuse  to 
support  your  nominations.  Men  who  unite  with 
your  highest  State  official  in  calling  the  lawless 
mob  just  returned  from  burning  Orphan  Asy- 
lums, sacking  private  residences,  and  murdering 
innocent  citizens,  their  "friends,"  will  all  refuse 
to  support  your  nominations.  [Great  applause.] 
Men  who  seek  to  embarrass  the  Government  in 
the  enforcement  of  solemn  acts  of  Congress,  up- 
on the  execution  of  which  may  hang  the  very 
existence  of  our  country — all  those  will  oppose 
your  nominations. 

Now,  who  will  you  have  to  support  them  ? 
You  cannot  elect  your  ticket  unless  you  have  a 
large  and  strong  vote  from  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  of  this  state  ;  and  I  trust  and  believe 
that  every  man  in  the  State  of  New  York  who 
has  risen  up  to  a  conception  of  the  importance 
of  the  crisis  through  which  we  are  passing,  who 
really  loves  his  country,  as  the  highest  and 
best,  will  unite  in  support  of  your  nominations, 
and  cause  them  to  be  triumphant.  [Applause.] 

With  theiPe  remarks,  fellow  citizens,  thanking 
you  again  for  your  kind  consideration,  we  will 
proceed  to  the  business  of  the  Convention.

[Loud  applause,]  A 
gentleman  well  known  by  the  members  of  this 
Convention,  and  one  whom  I  trust  the  Conven- 
tion will  honor  by  its  support. 


Hon.  BtTRT  Vas  Horn,  of  Niagara  r — Since  ar-  p 
riving  in  this  city  the  delegation  from  Niagari 
county  have  learned  with  great  gratification  tha  .  j 
the  name  of  Col.  Peter  A.  Porter,  a  distinguished 
citizen  of  Niagara  county,  has  been  favorablj  . 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  office  of  Secre-i 
tary  of  State.  It  is  more  pleasing  and  gratifying  ] 
to  the  delegation  from  the  fact  that  this  favora-  r 
ble  mention  has  been  unsolicited  by  them  or  bj  ; 
the  people  of  Niagara  county.    Finding,  how  { 
ever,  that  his  name  meets  with  very  genera  ; 
favor,  the  delegates  to  this  Convention  fron 
that  county  beg  leave  to  present  the  name  o  i 
Col.  Peter  A  .Porter  for  nomination,  in  the  hopci 
that  it  will  receive  the  unanimous  support  o  1 
the  convention.    I  may  say  here  that  Col.  Por 
ter  is  the  son  of  Gen.  Porter,  who  distingui.shec 
himself  greatly  in  the  last  war  with  Greai 
Britain,  and  who  also  distinguished  himself  ii 
the  civil  service  of  his  country.    It  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  add  what  is  well  known  to  everji 
gentleman  in  this  Convention  who  has  knowii 
Col.  Porter,  and  by  every  person  outside  of  it 
in  the  state,  acquainted  with  him,  that  he  large- 
ly inherits  the  virtue  and  patriotism  and  devo- 
tion to  his  country  which  was  a  marked  charac' 
teristic  of  his  illustrious  father.    In  view^  Sir 
of  these  facts,  I  take  pleasure  in  behalf  of  th( 
delegation  from  Niagara  county  to  present  th< 
name  of  Col.  Porter  to  the  Convention  for  nomi- 
nation for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State.  H( 
is  now  in  the  service  of  his  country  doing  j 
soldier's  duty,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  he  ma^ 
be  as  successful  in  defeating  the  enemies  of  oui 
country  in  the  state  as  he  is  in  defeating  th< 
enemies  of  his  country  on  the  field  of  battle.

I  canno 
he  charged,  sir,  in  making  this  nomination,  a 
least  witli  doing  it  from  any  motives  of  friend 
ship.  Those  who  know  me,  in  my  own  county 
know  that  at  the  last  election  before  the  wa 
broke  out,  and  before  I  went  to  the  war  myself 
I  spent  nearly  all  the  money  I  had  and  devotee 
all  the  time  I  had  to  try  and  accomplish  th( 
defeat  of  the  very  gentleman  whom  I  nov 
present  as  a  candidate  for  nomination,  whom  '. 
hated  with  a  deep  intensity,  and  from  whicl 
time  I  have  not  spoken  to  him  until  within  th< 
past  few  days.  I  make  the  nomination,  sir 
not  because  I  like  the  gentleman  so  much,  no 
because  I  have  a  warm  personal  friendship  fo: 
him,  but  I  make  it  because  I  think  he  has  don( 
great  good  to  the  people  of  this  State  and  to  th< 
Government  in  crushing  the  Democratic  partj 
within  its  limits  at  the  last  session  of  our  LegiS' 
lature.  I  refer  to  the  Hon.  Tlieopilus  C 
Callicot,  of  Kings,  the  Speaker  of  the  las 
House  of  Assembly  in  this  State.  [Lou( 
applause.]  I  know,  sir,  that  there  are  som< 
objections  urged  against  Mr.  Callicot.  It  is 
said  that  he  is  a  renegade  from  the  Democratw 
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■  tarty,  and  that  we  cannot  depend  upon  rene- 
gades. Well,  I  don't  know.  I  am  a  renegade 
or  that  matter.    I  was  a  candidate  of  the  Demo- 

ijratic  party  for  the  Legislature  in  1860,  and  I 
\^  fvent  in  to  beat  the  man  who  followed  after  me. 

\nd  though  I  am  a  renegade,  I  don'tthink  any- 
"  )ody  will  accuse  me  of  going  back.  I  have  got 
jretty  well  along,  for  though  I  was  a  Democrat 
:    .vlien  I  was  a  candidate,  I  have  become  a 

lepublican  when  I  went  to  the  war,  and  have 

jome  back  from  the  war  the  most  intense  Abo- 
"  itionist  you  ever  saw.  [Loud  applause  and 
l^,^   .aughter.j    I  will  state  as  the  result  of  my 

personal  observation  that  that  is  pretty  gen- 
p  jrally  the  way  with  men  who  leave  the  Demo- 
; .  jratic  party,  for  when  they  open  tl:^eir  eyes, 

'Jiey  become  the  strongest  sort  of  converts, 
jj^  ^Applause.]    And  I  would  ask  if  any  member 

)f  this  Convention  can  point  a  finger,  on  over- 
'.'^  .ooking  the  history  of  politicians  who  have 
^;  ieserted  party  in  times  like  these,  to  come  for- 

jvard  and  sustain  the  Grovernment,  to  any  one 
J.'  ivho  has  thus  come  forward  has  gone  back  to 
'^'^^  his  original  faith.    I  say  that  there  are  no  more 

reliable  men  in  the  State  than  those  who  have 
^  ihus  cut  loose  from  party  afiiliations  to  support 

she  Grovernment  in  time  of  need.  We  are  not 
Jj|.  here  to  nominate  Republicans — or  men  of  any 

peculiar  way  of  thinking — Abolitionists,  or  old 

line  Democrats ;  but  we  are  here,  as  I  under- 

stand,  to  nominate  a  ticket  which  we  can 
-  J  present  to  the  people  of  this  State,  and  every 

loyal  man  in  it,  which  we  can  support,  knowing 

that  the  influence  of  each  candidate  will  be 
'j^  brought  to  bear  to  fully  and  unconditionally 

sustain  the  Grovernment  in  its  efi"orts  to  put 

iown  this  rebellion.  And  I  now  ask  you,  Mr. 
^    Chairman,  and  the  members  of  this  Convention, 

if  there  is  a  man  in  this  whole  country  who  has 
j.^  given  evidence  of  greater  loyalty  to  our  Grov- 

ernmeiit  than  the  gentleman  I  have  named, 

has  given  as  evinced  by  his  action  in  the  Legis- 

lature  last  winter.  You  well  know  that  we 
.j'  were  then  standing  on  the  verge  of  anarchy. 
\^  We  know  that  our  opponen|6  went  to  the  Legis- 

lature  determined  that  they  would   have  a 

Democratic  organization  of  the  House,  and 
;,I  failing  in  that,  that  they  would  at  least  prevent 

an  election  of  the  United  States  Senator,  and 

place  the  State  in  the  hands  of  a  Grovernor, 

whom  I  ought  not  to  hesitate  to  call  a  traitor. 

[Loud  applause.]  They  were  determined  to 
'^^  plunge  this  State  into  a  civil  war  in  aid  of  Jeft". 

•Davis,  and  the  other  infernal  traitors  of  the 
^'^'l  South.     They  wanted  to  transfer  the  contest 

upon  the  question  of  State  rights  into  the  State 
'J^  of  New  York,  and  inaugurate  here,  upon  our 

soil,  a  civil  war  so  that  they  might  spread 
J  the  curse  of  slavery  over  this  country,  which, 

thank  God,  cannot  exist  ever  more  by  reason  of 
;  of  the  noble  proclamation  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
^1  [Tremendous  applause.]    I  say  that  the  loyal 

people  of  this  State  owe  it  to  Theophilus  C. 
^'  Callicot  to  give  him  a  noble  recognition  of  his 

gallant  services  to  the  Union  cause  of  this 

country  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 


The  vote  was  taken  viva  voce  with  the  fol- 
lowing result : 

For  Secretary  of  State  : 

Col.  Peter  A.  Porter,  of  Niagara,  received  213 
votes. 

Hon.  Chauncey  M.  Depew  received  140  vote.e. 
Hon.  Theophilus  C.  Callicot  received  15  votes. 
The  result  of  the  vote  was  received  with  loud 
applause. 

Daniel  H.  Cole,  Esq.,  of  Orleans,  moved  that 
the  nomination  of  Col.  Peter  A.  Porter  as  candi- 
date for  Secretary  of  State  be  declared  unan- 
imous, which  was  carried. 

H.  H.  Van  Dyck,  Esq.,  of  Albany,  moved 
that  the  Convention  proceed  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  Comptroller. 

Hon.  George  Opdyke,  of  New  York: — My  first 
choice  for  Comptroller  is  the  present  incumbeni, 
Hon.  Lucius  Robinson.  He  is  an  excellent 
public  ofiicer  and  one  that  this  organization,  I 
am  satisfied,  fully  appreciates.  But  there  are 
considerations  among  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention that  will  conduce  to  its  harmony  by  the 
substitution,  in  place  of  Mr.  Robinson,  the  name 
of  Thomas  W.  Olcott,  of  Albany.  [Loud 
applause.]  I  reluctantly  consent  to  the  substi- 
tution because  I  am  specially  pleased  with  the 
administration  of  Mr.  Robinson,  of  that  office. 
But  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  no  man  in  the  State 
who  will  do  more  honor  to  the  office  than  Mr. 
Olcott.  He  is  a  gentleman  of  the  highest 
character  and  integrity,  and  of  well  known 
financial  ability. 

H.  H.  Van  Dyck,  of  Albany : — My  thanks 
are  due  to  the  gentleman  from  New  York, 
[Mr.  Opdyke]  for  suggesting  as  a  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Comptroller  a  gentleman  from  the 
county  which  I  have  the  honor  in  part  to  repre 
sent.  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Olcott,  who  is  well 
known  throughout  this  state,  having  long  occu- 
pied a  most  distinguished  financial  position 
within  it,  and  having  the  confidence  of  finan- 
cial men  everywhere  and  who  is  in  every  re- 
spect, eminently  qualified  to  discharge  the  du- 
ties of  that  office.  In  thus  proposing  the  nom- 
ination of  Mr.  Olcott,  it  is  no  impeachment, 
either  of  the  integrity  or  capability  of  his  dis- 
tinguished predecessor.  I  am  as  well  satisfied 
with  the  administration  of  Mr.  Robinson,  as 
any  gentleman  in  this  Convention  can  be. 
But,  sir,  circumstances  have  impressed  upon 
the  minds  of  this  Convention,  the  thought  that 
it  would  be  better  to  nominate  a  new  ticket, 
and  that  new  men  be  put  before  the  people  for 
their  suffrages.  Participating  in  this  belief,  and 
believing  also  that  Mr.  Olcott  would  bring  an 
increased  support  to  the  ticket,  I  take  pleasure 
in  asking  this  Convention  to  ratify  the  nomina- 
tion that  has  been  made,  satisfied  of  his  person- 
al integrity  and  that  the  Republican  party  will 
be  subserved,  and  the  great  interest  of  the  State 
be  promoted  by  his  election,  which  I  confidently 
predict. 

Hon  Clark  B.  Cochrane,  of  Albany  : — I  am 
about  to  make  a  motion,  that  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Olcott  be  received  with  unanimity  by  the 
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voice  of  this  Convention.  In  addition  to  what 
has  been  stated  by  the  eminent  gentlemen,  who 
have  spoken  of  Mr  Thomas  W.  Olcott,  allow 
me  to  say  that  his  great  heart,  and  his  great 
purse,  and  all  that  he  has,  and  all  that  he 
hop-s  for,  is  at  the  service  of  his  country  now 
and  forever.  [Loud  applause.]  I  move  that  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Olcott  for 
Comptroller  of  the  State  of  New  York  be  by  ac- 
clamation. 

Which  was  carried  amid  prolonged  applause, 
Hon.  E.  M.  Madden,  of  Orange,  moved  that 
the  Convention  proceed  to  nominate  a  candi- 
date for  the  office  of  Attorney  General. 
Which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Madden  named  as  a  candidate  for  tlie 
position,  Hon.  .James  T.  Brady,  of  New  York. 
[Great  applause  ] 

Hon.  E.  D.  Morgan,  said  that  he  regretted 
that  it  was  his  duty  to  inform  the  Convention 
that  Mr.  Brady  declined  to  take  any  nomina- 
tion. He  saw  by  the  papers  that  his  name  was 
mentioned  as  a  candidate,  but  Mr.  Brady  had 
Sent  him  a  dispatch  declining  to  accept  the 
nomination. 

Mr.  Madden  moved  that  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Brady  be  made  by  acclamation. 

Hon.  Thomas  B  Carroll,  of  Rensselaer,  said 
he  would  respectfully  suggest  to  tlie  Conven- 
tion, that  if  a  slate  made  by  a  very  small  por- 
ti  >n  of  the  Convention,  was  to  be  carried  out, 
its  authors  should  retire  and  supply  the  place 
made  vacant  by  the  declination  of  Mr.  Brady. 
But  he  would  add  a  single  word  further,  that  if 
the  Convention  consulted  the  wi.-^hes  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  they  would 
do  wliat  they  did  two  years  ago  when  they 
nominated  one  of  the  most  emiuent  of  our 
citizens,  a  man  who  had  done  more  for  the 
Union  cause  in  the  State,  than  any  one  else, 
who  then  declined  this  nomination,  but  re- 
ceived it  at  the  hands  of  the  (Convention  by  ac- 
clamation, who  had  generously  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  satisfying  the  people  of  the  State  that 
he  was  not  espousing  the  cause  of  the  country 
for  office,  had  declined  to  be  a  candidate.  He 
Wv)uld  suggest  that  we  again  tender  to  that  dis- 
tinguished citizen,  the  nomination  for  the  office 
of  Attorney  General,  knowing  that  if  it  is  ten- 
dered to  him  in  the  spirit  he  now  proposed  it, 
and  as  he  believed  this  Convention  would  be 
hapi^y  to  accede  to,  that  he  would  accept  it. 
And  as  one  of  the  standard  bearers  of  the  Union 
party  of  New  York,  he  would  march  at  our 
head  to  a  triumphant  victory.  He  moved  that 
the  Convention  nominate  Daniel  S.  Dickenson 
"by  acclamation.  [Applause.] 

The  Chair  said  the  lirst  question  was  on  the 
nomination  of  Jas.  T.  Brady — the  gentleman 
had  amended  it  by  substituting  Daniel  S.  Dick- 
inson. 

Hon.  Charles  S.  Spencer,  of  New  York — I 
move,  as  a  further  amendment,  that  the  con- 
vention proceed  to  vote  viva  voce  for  a  candi- 
date. I  do, not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  forcing 
nominations  down  men's  throats ;  there  are 
men  enough  who  are  willing  to  take  the  nomi- 


nation  without  resorting  to  that.  I  woiild  nomi- 
nate, as  a  candidate  for  the  consideration  of  the 
convention,  Gen.  John  Cochrane,  of  the  city  of 
New  York.  [Applause.]  It  is  not  necessary 
Mr.  President,  foi-  me  to  pre.sent  to  this  Con- 
vention the  claims  which  Gen.  Cochrane  has 
u])on  the  Union  men  of  the  state  for  this  or  any 
other  office  within  their  gift.  For  a  long  time 
a  distinguished  member  of  the  Democratic  par- 
ty, he  remained  ux^on  the  floor  of  Congress  for 
many  years  one  of  its  most  brilliant  speakers; 
and  when  we  became  involved  in  this  war.  Gen. 
Cochrane  left  his  home,  joined  the  army,  and 
remained  in  it  doing  active,  brave  and  efficient 
.service,  until  his  failing  health  forced  him  to 
le  ive  it  again  for  his  home.  And  in  behalf  of 
the  Union  men  of  the  city  of  New  York,  (of 
that  city  which  but  a  short  time  since  was  dis 
honored  and  disgraced  by  the  carnival  of  rob 
bery,  murder  and  arson  that  Gov.  Seymour's 
"friends"  compelled  him  to  pass  through,) 
[Applause]  I  nominate  a  new  man,  Gen.  John 
Cochrane,  for  Attorney-General  of  this  state. 
[Enthusiastic  applause  and  cheers.] 

Gov.  Morgan  said  he  thought  Mr.  Brady  was 
entitled  to  have  his  dispatcl>  read  to  the  Con- 
voution,  which  he  did  as  follows  :

I  positively  decline  nomination  for  any  office, 
(signed)  J.  T.  Brady 

Hon.  Samuel  H.  Hammond,  of  Jelferson  :— 
There  is  no  man  in  this  Convention  more  ready 
to  go  with  this  Convention,  or  elsewhere,  foi 
James  T.  Brady  than  myself.  I  know  him 
know  him  to  ba  a  most  able,  great-hearted  and 
loyal  man  ;  but.  Sir,  it  seems  that  as  he  posi 
tively  declines,  it  would  be  unfair  for  ns  to  at 
tempt  to  force  the  nomination  upon  him,  and 
it  would  be  exceedingly  inconvenient  to  mak* 
a  nomination  now  that  will  not  be  accepted 
So,  Sir,  with  Mr.  Dickinson,  whose  letter  of 
declination  was  a  most  noble  document,  and 
ought  to  be  read  bjl  every  man  in  the  state  and 
out  of  the  state,  who  has  any  interest  in  the 
great  questions  .f  the  day,  the  perpetuity  ol 
this  Union  and  the  crushing  of  this  gigantic  re- 
bellion. He,  too,  positively  declines.  Nov 
permit  me  to  juvsent,  as  a  candidate  for  tli; 
consideration  of  this  Convention,  a  man  wIk 
stands  even  with  the  highest  in  his  profession— 
a  man  of  noble  instincts  and  generous  heart— 
one  that  a  man  may  lean  up  against  and  be 
warmed — who  has  done  yeoman  service  in  this 
cause,  and  who  is  doing  yeoman  service  still — 
and  that.  Sir,  is  John  K.  Porter,  of  Albany 
[Applause.]  Now,  Sir,  permit  rue  to  say,  in  f 
very  good-natured  way,  that  a  little  while  ago 
I  was  in  pursuit  of  a  committee  under  difficul 
ties.  I  sought  but  could  not  find  them.  I  lieard 
my  friend  from  New- York;  he  did  not  sa 
there  was  no  committee,  but  with  a  very  in- 
genious kind  of  sophistry,  that  silenced  me 
backed  as  it  was  by  the  nomination  of  m; 
friend,  he  said  he  had  made  the  nomination,  oi 
his  own  behalf,  as  a  delegate  to  this  Couven- 


tion.    Thereupon  I  retired  from  the  conflict — 

-  and  why?  Becixiise  he  carried — I  do'iit  know 
how  many  soldiers  tliere  were  in  the  belly  of 
the  Grecian  horse  that  went  over  the  walls  of 
Troy — but  I  retired  from  the  contest  because 
ray  friend  from  New  York  had  within  his 
happy  limits  three  hundred  and  eighty-four 

-  delegates  and  two  outsiders.  [Laughter.]  I 
. '■    wasn't  even   like   David  with  his   sling  by 

I    the  side  of  Goliah.    [Laughter.]    Now,  Sir,  I 
--:    have  understood — and  my  friend,  if  he  will  be 
'  -    as  frank  as  he  was  before,  will  tell  me  it  1  am 
right — that  if  there  was  a  slate  prepared,  that 
■jI   John  Cochrane  and  John  K.  Porter  were  neither 
-  jj    of  them  on  that  slate.    Now  I  present  the  name 
■'■     of  the  gentleman  from  Albany,  and  I  know  that 
iJi    the  members  of  this  Convention  will  accord 
with  what  I  say,  that  he  is  one  of  the  very 
■  p-   ablest  of  his  profession.    Those  who  know  him 
'IS    personally  know  that  what  I  have  said  is  true, 
-■.,1    that  he  is  a  warm-hearted  and  generous  man, 
lit    against  whom  any  one  can  lean  up  and  be 
-ir.  warmed. 

A  delegate  suggested  that  Albany  county 
"is    was  already  represented  on  the  ticket, 
li-       Mr.  Hammond  : — It  hadn't  occurred  to  me  that 
Mr.  Olcott  was  from  Albany,  and  therefore  I 
withdraw  Mr.  Porter's  name. 

Hon.  E.  M.  Madden,  of  Orange  : — Notwith- 
standing Mr.  Brady  declined  the  nomination,  I 
.e.  [  had  hoped  that  a  nomination  here  by  acclama- 
'  tion  would  have  bneii  accei)ted  by  him,  at  all 
r  events  I  f«4t  as  though  it  would  have  been  his 
-ij  |-  duty.    But  as  there  are  two  or  three  other  can- 
ijr  I  didates  for  nomination,  and  as  a  telegram  from 
;  I    him  has  been  read  that  seems  to  make  the  mat- 
ter  positive  that  he  will  iiot  accept,  I  withdraw 
I  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Brady, 
il-        Robert  B.  Roosevjxt,  Esq.,  of  New  York: — 
ii  I  I  hope  to  inliaeince  tlie  Convention  not  by  any 
ke    claim  the  candidates  themselves  may  have  to 
i.     otfer,  which  I  fail  utterly  to  recognize  in  any 
of     one,  bat  the  advantage  that  this  Convention  or 
5ii    the  party  it  represents  can  obtain  Y)y  putting 
i     those  men  before  the  people.    I  undertake  to 
iie     speak  distinctly  for  that  part  of  the  State  which 
if     I  represent.    Of  course  1  cannot  speak  of  the 
e-     influence  or  position  of  gentlemen  through  the 
w     State  ;  but  I  here  say  this,  that  there  is  no  man 
it     who  has  been  put  in  nomination  before  the 
:i)     Convention  who,  in  my  opinion,  can  go  from 
the  city  of  New  York  with  a  stronger  vote  than 
Gen.  John  Cochrane.    Occupying  the  high  po- 
i     sition  that  he  has  so  long  in  the  Democratic 
is     party  it  is  true,  but  at  present  occupying  an  in- 
finitely higher  one  in   the  Union  party,  [ap- 
plause,] I  contend  that  he  will  carry  with  liim 
from  the  city  of  New  York  the  vote  of  every 
Union  man.    There  may  be  difficulties  and  dis- 
sensions concerning  other  candidates,  but  as 
far  as  we  are  concerned,  being  very  generally 
taken  from  the  country,  the  differences  are,  so 
to  speak,  unimportant ;  but  nominating  from 
the  city  of  New  York   a  man  who  commands 
the  respect,  at  least,  of  the  Democratic  party, 
and  will  command  all  the  votes  of  the  better 
part  of  il,  he  will  stand  a  belter  chance  to  carry 
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the  city  of  New  York,  if  not  a  majority,  at  least 
with  a  more  respectable  representation  than  al- 
'     most  any  other  man  that  could  be  named.  Gen. 
■     Cochrane,  although    he  has  served  us  with 
I     great  ability  in  the  army,  has  done  infinitely 
;     greater  service  since  he  returned,  and  it  has 
been  a  fortunate  thing  for  the  country  that  his 
health  required  him  to  leave  the  active  duties 
in  the  field  for  still  more  active  duty  here. 
James  T.  Brady  has  been  nominated,  and  there 
:     appears  to  be  a  large  class  in  his  favor.   I  hope 
that  all  those  gentlemen  will  give  their  votes  to 
Gen.  Cochrane.    Gen  Cochrane  could  reach  all 
those  men  that  Mr  Brady  could  reach  ;  he  will 
carry  from  New  York  the  very  class  that  we 
;     want,  and  the  only  class  that  we  can  obtain. 
[Applause.] 

A  VOICE  : — Give  us  Cochrane.  [Applause.] 
Coi.  0.  D.  Beard,  of  Kings : — I  fuliy  agree 
with  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  pre- 
ceded me.  I  merely  wish  to  occupy  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Convention  for  a  moment.  I  was 
afraid  a  moment  since  that  we  were  losing  sight 
of  the  call  under  which  we  have  come  here.  I 
do  know,  Sir,  that  there  are  men  in  this 
Convention — I  think  I  know  it — who  would 
not  to-day  assemble  "in  any  strictly  party  con- 
vention— men  who  feel  tliattliese  times  demand 
a  departing  from  mere  narrow  conventionalities 
of  that  kind.  These  men  represent  a  great 
Union  element  inside  and  outside  of  all  and  any 
party  in  this  State,  and  I  hold,  Sir,  it  would  be 
a  crime  on  our  part,  met  together  as  we  are  for 
the  purpose  of  uniting  and  consolidating  all 
the  true  loyalty  in  the  p]m})ire  State  not  to  re- 
cognize the  War  Democracy,  or  Union  Democ- 
racy, or  rather  the  great  tFnion  element  that 
lies  outside  of  the  Republican  party  in  this 
State;  therefore,  I  make  this  motion  that  Gen. 
John  Cochrane  l3e  nominated  for  the  position 
of  Attorney-General,  by  acclamation.  [Ap- 
plause ] 

Hon.  Clark  B.  Cochrane,  of  Albany  : — Be- 
fore that  motion  is  put,  in  which  I  entirely  con- 
cur, under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I 
desire,  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Porter's  name  has  been 
mentioned,  to  submit  a  letter  prepared  by  him 
in  the  possible  contingency  that  his  name  might 
be  used  in  connection  with  this  office,  and  with 
the  permission  of  the  Convention  I  will  now 
read  it. 

Albany,  Sept.  1,  1863. 
My  Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  learned  that  the 
generous  kindness  of  friends  engaged  in  a  com- 
mon cause,  may  possibly  lead  to  the  suggestion 
of  my  name  as  a  nominee  for  the  office  of  Attor- 
ney-General. I  trust  no  such  contingency  will 
arise,  but  if  it  should  may  I  ask  you  to  say  in 
my  behalf  to  the  Convention  that  while  I  am 
heart  and  soul  with  you  and  with  them  in  the 
great  contest  in  which  we  are  engaged  for  the 
maintenance  of  union,  law  and  liberty,  and 
while  I  fully  appreciate  the  honor  of  such  a 
nomination  by  the  loyal  men  of  the  noblest 
State  in  the  Union,  I  cannot  for  a  moment  con- 
sent to  the  use  of  my  name  ir  connection  with 
any  official  position. 
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Our  leaders  should  be  those  who  in  this  crisis 
have  done  most  to  uphold  tlie  Government.  To 
them  the  honors  of  a  free  people  of  right 
belong.  With  and  under  them  I  hope  to  prove 
my  devotion  to  a  cause  which  demands  the 
hearty  and  enduring  support  and  fidelity  of 
every  citizen  who  is  truly  loyal  to  the  Republic. 

While  I  can  neither  seek  nor  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  a  nominee  for  office,  there  are  few  who 
will  hail  with  more  hearty  joy,  the  victory 
which  will  crown  our  elforts  in  the  approach- 
ing canvass,  unless  we  falter  in  the  patriotism 
and  loyalty  which,  down  to  the  present  war, 
have  made  New  York  the  banner-bearer  of  the 
free  States.

After  reading  the  letter  Mr.  Cochrane  con- 
cluded by  seconding  the  nomination  of  General 
John  Cochrane. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York : — 
Where  there  is  but  a  single  nominee  before  the 
Convention,  I  hold  it  to  be  eminently  proper 
that  he  should  be  nominated  by  acclamation. 
But  if  there  should  be  more  than  one,  I  hold  it 
to  be  due  to  the  friends  of  each  one  that  they 
have  a  chance  to  get  as  many  votes  as  they  can. 
The  first  nomination,  of  Mr.  Brady,  I  under- 
stpnd,  has  been  withdrawn. 

The  Chair  :— It  has. 

Mr.  Raymond: — The  next  is  that  of  Hon.  Daniel 
S.  Dickinson.    Has  that  been  withdrawn  ? 

The  Chair  : — I  believe  that  it  is  still  before  the 
Convention. 

Mr.  Raymond  : — I  believe  that  the  name  was 
presented  by  the  delegate  from  Rensselaer 
county  (Mr.  Carroll),  who  also  moved  that  that 
nomination  be  made  unanimous.  I  would  sug- 
gest to  him  in  view  of  the  letter  which  Mr. 
Dickinson  has  published  to  the  world  and  to 
the  Convention,  that  he  withdraw  that  nomina- 
tion. I  concur  with  him  in  his  high  eulogy  of 
the  patriotism  and  ability  of  the  distinguished 
man  whose  name  he  presented  to  this  Conven- 
tion ;  but  I  think  it  also  due  to  him  to  consult 
his  wishes  in  the  matter,  especially  when  they 
have  been  so  forcibly  expressed  in  the  letter 
alluded  to.  If  his  name  is  still  belore  the  Con- 
vention, I  should  think  it  due  to  him  that  the 
vote  be  taken  by  ballot,  or  viva  voce,  or  by 
count  as  shall  insure  to  his  friends  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  their  wishes  known.  One  word 
more.  My  own  preference,  when  I  came  to  this 
Convention,  and  which  would  be  under  any 
circumstances,  on  grounds  of  personal  feeling 
as  well  as  of  wise  policy,  was  for  James  T. 
Brady  as  our  candidate.  His  name  has  been 
withdrawn,  and  I  recognize  in  the  name  that 
has  been  mentioned  in  his  stead,  that  of  Gen. 
John  Cochrane,  that  of  a  man  marked  by  the 
same  high-toned  loyalty,  the  same  noble,  earn- 
est characteristics  which  made  Mr.  Brady  my 
favorite.  Therefore,  I  transfer  to  him  the  same 
cordial  support  I  gave  Mr.  Brady.  If  Mr. 
Dickinson's  name  is  withdrawn,  then  Gen. 
Cochrane's  will  be  the  only  one  before  the  Con- 


vention. In  that  case  I  can  heartily  second  them 
motion  made,  but  until  that  is  withdrawn  Im 
think  it  is  due  to  the  candidates  that  we  have  am 
vote  by  viva  voce.  H 

Hon.  Lyman  Truman,  of  Tioga: — I  represent B 
the  district  in  which  Mr.  Dickinson  resides,  and  « 
I  believe  I  know  his  wishes.  I  hope  to  see  hig  I 
name  abandoned  before  this  Convention.  f 

Hon.  THOMAsB.CARROLL,of Rensselaer:— Two  | 
years  ago  Mr.  Dickinson  was  just  as  loth  to  | 
allow  his  name  to  go  before  the  people  of  this  i 
State  for  any  office  as  he  is  now.    Then  no  man  | 
stood  higher  on  the  record  of  the  Union  party  f 
than  Daniel  S.  Dickinson.    Since  then  he  has  | 
done  nothing  to  impair  that  standing,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  he  has  more  and  more  endeared 
himself  to  the  affections  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States.    When  I  proposed  his  name  there  was 
no  other  candidate  before  the  Convention, 
because  Mr.  Brady  had  peremptorily  withdrawn 
his  name.    It  would  have  afforded  me  equal 
happiness  to  have  seconded  the  nomination  of 
John  K.  Porter.    And  to  that  I  can  add  that 
there  has  been  no  name,  and  there  can  be  no 
name,  presented  for  our  support  for  the  high 
office  of  Attorney  General  more  worthy  than  the 
name  of  the  gentleman  of  New  York.  There- 
fore, I  with  pleasure  withdraw  my  motion  to 
nominate  Daniel  S.  Dickinson  and  second  the 
nomination  of  Gen.  John  Cochrane.  [Applause.] 

The  question  recurred  on  the  motion  that 
Gen.  John  Cochrane  be  nominated  for  the  office 
of  Att(.'rney  General  by  acclamation. 

Which  was  carried  amid  loud  applause. 

Hon.  G.  W.  HoTCHKiss,  of  Broome,  moved 
that  the  Convention  proceed  to  nominate  a  can- 
diaate  for  the  office  of  Statf  Treasurer. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond  of  New  York  : — I  rise 
merely  to  make  a  suggestion.  It  is  now  a  quar- 
ter past  seven.  We  have  before  us  four  or  five 
other  nominations  to  make,  some  of  them  of 
considerable  importance,  and  likely  to  give  rise 
to  much  more  difference  of  opinion  than  those 
already  made.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that 
we  shall  be  occupied  for  an  hour  or  two.  Be- 
sides that,  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  require 
some  time  to  prepare  resolutions  ;  moreover, 
we  have  to  attend  to  the  appointment  of  a  State 
Committee.  I  think,  therefore,  that  if  we 
should  take  a  recess  of  an  hour  we  can  all  get 
our  suppers,  wliich  is  a  consideration  not  to  be 
disregarded.  We  can  also  give  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  an  opportunity  to  act  upon  sub- 
jects committed  to  them.  And  we  can  also  take 
up  the  resolution  and  have  action  taken  upon 
it,  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  the  State 
Committee. 

Waldo  Hutchins,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  called 
from  the  table  the  following  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  the  several 
judicial  districts  designate  three  gentlemen  to 
act  as  members  of  the  Union  State  Central  Com- 
mittee for  the  coming  year,  the  same  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  Convention  for  its  approval. 

H.  H.  Van  Dyck,  Esq.,  of  Albany,  asked  that 
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the  resolution  be  so  far  modified  as  to  take  two 
instead  of  three  from  each  judicial  district,  on 
the  ground  that  where  there  were  so  many 
members  it  was  very  difficult  to  get  them  to- 
gether, 

Mr.  HuTCHiNS  said  that  we  had  always  had 
three,  and  as  it  was  an  important  committee  he 
thought  we  should  have  that  number  now. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond  : — For  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  sense  of  the  Convention,  I  move 
to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out  "three  " 
and  substituting  "  two."  It  is  a  matter  of  great 
difficulty  to  get  together  twenty-four  gentlemen 
as  a  State  Central  Committee  to  take  any  action 
whatever.  The  result  of  having  so  large  a  com- 
mittee located  in  different  parts  of  the  state,  is 
that  the  whole  business  drifts  into  the  hands  of 
half  a  dozen  persons  who  live  in  some  certain 
pjace  like  the  city  of  New  York.  I  think  it  is 
not  justice  to  the  party  they  represent.  I  be- 
lieve that  if  the  committee  was  smaller,  with  a 
smaller  quorum,  the  business  would  be  better 
done  and  more  promptly  done.  I  would  like 
to  see  the  amendment  prevail. 

Hon.  Charles  A.  Spencer,  of  New  York, 
hoped  the  amendment  would  not  prevail.  The 
only  answer  he  had  to  offer  to  the  gentleman^ 
was  that  in  his  judgment  the  smaller  the  com- 
Jnittee  was,  the  closer  would  be  the  corpora- 
tion. [Applause.] 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  resolution  of 
Mr.  Hutchins. 

Which  was  adopted. 
,  The  Convention,  on  motion,  took  a  recess, 
until  half  past  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Evening  Session. 
The  Convention  re-assembled  at  half  past 
eight  o'clock,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Chair. 

Hon.  Henry  Sherwood,  of  Steuben,  moved 
that  the  Convention  proceed  to  nominate  a  can- 
didate for  the  office  of  Canal  Commissioner. 

Hon.  G.  W.  HoTCHKiss,  of  Broome,  said  that 
a  motion  had  been  made  before  the  recess  to 
proceed  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  State  Treasurer,  and  that  that  office  was  next 
in  order  on  the  call. 

Mr.  Sherwood  said  he  believed  hi^  motion 
was  first. 

Mr.  HoTCHKiss  said  that  his  motion  was  pend- 
ing when  the  Convention  took  a  recess. 
,  The  Chair  decided  that  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Hotchkiss  was  in  order. 

Mr.  HoTCHKiss  : — In  behalf  of  the  united  del- 
'  gations  from  Broome,  Tioga,  and  Tompkins 
counties,  I  present  the  name  of  Geo.  W.  Schuy- 
ler, of  Tompkins,  for  nomination  for  the  office 
of  State  Treasurer.  Mr.  Schuyler  is  a  man  of 
eminent  fitness  for  the  position.  It  is  enough 
to  say  of  him  that  he  is  the  peer  of  any  man 
on  the  ticket.  That  is  indorsement  enough 
for  Mr.  Schuyler.  His  county  is  a  reliable 
county,  that  increased  her  vote  last  fall  in  that 
dark  hour  of  the  State  of  New  York  over  the 
vote  of  1860.    [Applause.]    The  Congressional 


District  in  which  he  lives  increased  her  vote 
over  that  of  1860  about  one  thousand,  [ap- 
plause,] giving  one  thousand  greater  majority 
for  Gen.  Wadsworth  than  she  gave  for  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  [Renewed  applause.]  That's 
enough  for  the  locality  from  which  he  hails.  I 
move  that  nomination  by  acclamation. 

B.  R.  Johnson,  Esq.,  of  Delaware,  seconded 
the  motion. 

M.  M.  Cass,  Esq  ,  of  Schuyler: — Permit  me 
to  say  in  behalf  of  Schuyler  county  that  Mr. 
Schuyler  is  the  choice  of  the  delegates  of  that 
county.  If  he  is  put  on  this  ticket  Schuyler 
will  give  him  a  good  round  majority,  as  much 
so  as  that  of  any  man  on  the  State  ticket.  He  is 
a  pure,  honorable,  high-minded  and  upright 
man ;  he  is  a  man  whom  the  people  can  trust, 
and  well  worthy  of  being  on  the  Union  State 
ticket. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Hotchkiss  to  nominate 
Hon.  George  W.  Schuyler  as  candidate  for  State 
Treasurer  by  acclamation  was  carried. 

A  delegate  from  Monroe  moved  that  Hon. 
Henry  R.  Selden  be  nominated  as  candidate  for 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  by  acclama- 
tion. 

W.  W.  Hegeman,  Esq..  of  Monroe,  said  that 
as  a  member  of  the  delegation  from  Monroe 
county,  he  could  not  hear  the  nomination 
which  had  been  suggested  without  adding  a 
word  of  tribute  to  one  of  the  most  incorrupti- 
ble and  one  of  the  best  men  which  western 
New  York  boasted.  The  name  of  Judge  Sel- 
den would  be  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  ticket 
which  this  Convention  should  nominate,  and 
he  believed  that  the  nomination  would  be  unan- 
imously concurred  in. 

The  nomination  of  Henry  R.  Selden  for 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  was  carried 
unanimously  by  acclamation 

Hon.  Henry  Sherwood  moved  that  the  Con- 
vention proceed  to  nominate  a  candidate  for 
Canal  Commissioner. 

Which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Sherwood,  of  Steuben  : — I  rise  to  pre- 
sent the  name  of  Stephen  D.  Haiglit,  of  Steu- 
ben county,  as  the  proper  man  to  be  nominated 
for  the  office  of  Canal  Commissioner.  I  can 
assure  the  Convention  that  he  will  have  the 
hearty  vote  of  the  locality  in  which  he  lives  ; 
and  that  he  is  eminently  qualified  to  fill  that 
office.  With  his  name  upon  the  ticket  I  be- 
lieve that  we  can  pledge  a  larger  majority  for 
the  State  ticket  than  has  been  given  for  years 
in  the  southern  tier  of  counties  and  western 
part  of  the  State  where  we  always  give  respec- 
table majorities  for  the  Union  party.  [Loud 
applause  ] 

J.  C.  Churchill,  Esq.,  of  Oswego  : — I  desire 
to  present  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Canal 
Commissioner,  a  gentleman  from  the  central 
counties  of  this  State,  who  is  very  well  known ' 
to  the  people  of  the  entire  State,  and  whose 
voice  has  been  heard  in  eloquent  vindication  of 
the  principles  we  all  admire  in  every  county 
throughout  its  length  and  breadth,  and  who, 
if  elected,  will  bring  to  bear  the  experience  he 
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has  already  had  in  that  important  office.  The 
gentleman  to  whom  I  allude,  and  who  needs  no 
eulogy  at  my  hands  is  Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Bruce, 
of  Madison   [Loud  applause  ] 

The  Secretary  proceeded  t  ^  call  the  roll  of 
the  Convention,  with  the  following  result:

Mr.  Goodsell  is  a  gentleman  whose  character 
and  capabilities  are  so  well  known  in  the  State 
of  New  York  that  any  extended  remarks  in  his 
behalf  are  supei-fluous. 

Hon.  Ward  Hunt,  of  Oneida: — On  behalf  of 
the  delegate  from  Oneida  county,  I  present  the 
name  of  William  B  Taylor  as  a  candidate  for 
the  office  of  State  Kngineer.  [Applause.]  Mr. 
Taylor  is  the  present  incumbent  of  that  office.

^  ts  a  man  whose  integrity  is  proverbial,  and  who 
las  done  his  duly  upon  all  occasions.    I  have  no 
iiore  to  say.    Geographical  reasons  have  been 
j^iven  by  our  friend  from  St,  Lawrence  why  Dr. 
^MBates  should  be  nominated.    We  all  know  that 
^  when  the  northern  part  of  the  State  is  called 
^japon — when  we  make  a  draft  upon  them  they 
dways  answer  it.    I  hope,  therefore,  that  Dr. 
I'ates  will  receive  the  nomination  of  this  Con- 
viiiition.  [Applause.] 
George,  B.   Brandeth,  Esq.,  of  Westchest- 


er, hoped  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Bates  would 
be  unanimous. 

Ezra  Graves,  Esq.,  of  Herkimer  :— I  rise  to 
express  my  strong  desire  for  the  re-nomination 
of  Dr.  Bates.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  un- 
dertake to  make  any  culogium  upon  his  charac- 
ter. Every  man  within  the  hearing  of  my  voice 
who  has  read  the  Report  of  the  prisons  for  the 
last  four  years,  cannot  have  failed  to  have 
learned  of  the  great  improvement  which  has 
been  made  by  the  officers  who  have  controlled 
those  prisons  ;  of  that  number,  Dr.  Bates  is  one 
of  the  most  efficient  members.  It  is  our  earn- 
est desire  to  have  him  re-nominated. 

Danel  H.  Cole,  Esq.,  of  Orleans  : — The  del- 
egation from  Orleans  County,  are  in  favor  of  the 
re-nomiuation  of  Dr.  Bates.  [Applause.] 

Hon.  S.  H  Hammond,  of  St.  Lawrence  : — I 
rise  to  urge  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Bates. 
Something  has  been  said  about  drafts.  Let  me 
state  a  little  incident  in  connection  with  the 
drafts.  Last  Fall,  the  State  Committee  sat  down 
and  ciphered  how  many  votes  were  necessary  to 
cai-ry  the  State,  and  they  sat  down  just  1,700  for 
Jefl'erson,  and  drew  upon  them  for  that  number. 
We  gave  them  2,500.  I  am  safe  in  saying  that 
at  least  300  of  that  was  owing  to  the  capital 
furnished  by  Mr.  Bates.  [Applause.]  Well,  last 
Summer,  we  were  to  furnish  a  certain  propor- 
tion of  300,000  men  ;  we  went  into  the  field  and 
we  furnished  a  very  decent  proportion  over  and 
above  our  quota  of  the  30l),000.  Among  tho 
most  active  in  promotiong  the  effort  to  answer 
that  drat"t  was  Dr.  Bates.  [Applause.]  Now, 
then  we  desire  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Bates. 
In  regard  to  making  the  nomination  unanimous, 
it  seems  to  b?  very  evident  that  this  Convention 
is  in  favor  of  Dr.  Bate.-^,  and  I  hope  therefore, 
there  wall  be  no  reluctance  in  according  with 
the  general  sentiment. 

Hon.  S.  H.  Johnson,  of  Schenectady  : — The 
gentleman  who  represent  the  other  counties  of 
the  State,  in  the  Southern  part,  and  my  friend 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  seem  to  suppose 
that  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Bates,  is  the  only 
thing  that  is  to  secure  us  the  votes  of  those 
northern  counties.  Now,  sir,  I  believe  no  such 
thing,  and  I  think  I  know  the  pulse  of  St.  Law- 
rence, and  of  Jefferson.  I  know  they  have  al- 
ways honored  a  draft  that  has  been  made  upon 
them  ;  and  it  is  a  libel  upon  these  counties  to 
say  here  that  if  they  are  to  give  us  any  majori- 
ties, it  is  dependent  upon  the  fact  that  they 
have  a  man  for  their  action  upon  the  ticket.  Now, 
something  has  been  said  about  a  draft  The 
draft  was  made  upon  the  little  counties  which  I 
have  the  honor,  in  part  to  represent,  and  no 
man  honored  the  draft  more  than  did  David  B. 
Forrest.  He  honored  it  with  the  two  only  sons 
he  had  on  earth.  [Applause.]  But,  I  have  the 
pleasure  to  say  here,  that  Mr.  Forrest  does  not 
wish  to  stand  m  the  way  a  moment.  He  de- 
sires me  to  witlnlraw  his  name,  but,  in  with- 
drawing it,  I  wish  to  repel  the  inj^inuations 
that  have  been  thrown  out,  that  the  loyalty 
of  the  northern  counties  to  our  cause,  depends 
upon  their  having  a  name  on  the  ticket. 
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Hon.  S.  H.  Hammond  : — Now  I  did  not  un- 
derstand anybody  to  say  that  these  northern 
counties  would  not  answer  any  draft,  except 
they  have  a  name  upon  the  ticket.  No  such 
thing  ;  they  will  answer  it.  We  say  that  to 
have  the  name  of  Dr.  Bates  upon  the  ticket  will 
do  a  great  deal  of  good.  It  will  give  those 
counties  better  capital  to  draw  against  and  will 
make  things  work  much  easier.  [Applause  and 
laughter.  ] 

George  Steinbrenner,  Esq.,  of  New  York : — 
"When  I  came  to  this  Convention  I  had  a  candi- 
date of  my  own  for  this  office ;  and  I  thought  it 
was  due  perhaps  that  his  name  should  be  men- 
tioned, being  a  man  eminently  well  qualified — a 
man  who  went  on  the  ticket  last  year  and  carried 
two  thousand  votes  more  than  any  other  man 
on  it.  But  I,  for  one,  forego  my  own  selection 
and  go  heartily  in  with  you  in  support  of  Dr. 
Bates.  [Loud  applause.]  I  refer  to  my  county 
man.  Dr.  Andre  Wilman. 

Senator  Bell  moved  that  Dr.  James  K.  Bates 
of  Jefferson  be  nominated  as  the  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Inspector  of  State  Prisons  by  accla- 
mation, which  was  carried  unanimously  amid 
loud  cheers  and  applause. 

Hon.  Henry  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and 
report  reaolutions  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Convention,  announced  that  the  committee  were 
ready  to  report,  and  he  proceeded  in  behalf  of 
the  committee  to  read  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  first  and  highest  duty 
of  every  American  citizen  to  do  all  in  his  power 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  American  Union 
and  the  supremacy  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  over  the  whole  national  domain  : 
and  that  in  this  crisis  of  the  nation's  fate  we 
recognize  the  supreme  obligation  of  laying  aside 
all  differences  of  political  opinion,  and  of  giving 
to  the  Grovernment  a  generous  and  cordial  sup- 
port in  its  efforts  to  suppress  the  rebellion. 

Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  patriotic  exulta- 
tion the  victories  achieved  by  the  Union  arms 
as  indicating  the  sure  and  speedy  triumph  of 
the  Union  cause  ;  that  we  regard  the  prompt 
and  effective  re-enforcement  of  the  Union  arms 
as  of  vital  importance  to  the  speedy  termination 
of  the  war,  and  the  preservation  of  the  country 
from  hostility  with  foreign  powers  ;  and  that 
we  condemn  as  unpatriotic  and  unfaithtul  to 
the  loyal  sentiment  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
the  action  of  its  present  Governor,  and  of  those 
.  who  have  acted  with  him  in  euibarrassing  the 
efforts  of  the  Government  to  increase  its  mili- 
tary force,  in  stimulating  a  spirit  of  violent  re- 
sistance to  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  in  encourasj- 
ing  the  horrible  outrages  upon  the  peace  and 
order  of  society,  and  upon  tlie  persons  and  pro- 
perty of  unoffending  citizens,  which  have  re- 
cently disgraced  the  city  of  New  York. 

Resolved,  That  while,  in  common  with  the 
whole  country,  we  deplore  the  ravages  of  war, 
and  would  hail  with  heartfelt  rejoicing  the  re-  | 
turn  of  peace,  we  deem  it  inconsistent  with  the  j 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  nation  to  make  any  i 
other  tenders  of  peace  to  the  men  in  arms  i 


against  it,  than  such  as  are  embodied  in  tl 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  under  whi( 
they  can  at  any  time  resume  their  place  in  tl 
American  Union,  subject  only  to  such  pains  ar 
penalties  as  they  may  have  incurred  by  a  vi< 
lation  of  the  laws  ;  and  that  while  we  wou 
have  the  Government  deal  in  the  most  liber 
spirit  with  those  who  may  lay  down  their  ara 
and  resume  their  allegiance  to  the  Constitutic 
and  Government  of  the  United  States  ;  we  wi 
consent  to  no  peace  which  shall  involve  a  sep; 
ration  of  the  American  Union,  the  recognitic 
of  the  right  or  the  power  of  any  State  to  seced 
or  any  change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Unite 
State.s,  except  such  as  may  be  made  by  the  pe' 
pie,  in  accordance  with  the  forms  which 
prescribes. 

Resolved,  That  the  unparalleled  difficulti 
which  it  has  had  to  encounter,  the  administr 
tion  of  Mr.  Lincoln  has  deserved  the  gratitut 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  for  tl 
ability  and  steadfast  courage  with  which  it  h: 
prosecuted  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  tl 
Union,  and  that  we  find  in  the  signal  succe 
of  its  financial  policy,  and  its  preservation 
peace  with  foreign  nations,  and  the  splend 
victories  which  have  crowned  our  armies,  ev 
dences  of  wisdom  and  of  patriotism,  which  ei 
title  it  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  tl 
American  people. 

Resolved,  That  we  deplore  the  efforts  ma( 
by  interested  politicians  and  designing  dem 
gogues  to  arouse  a  spirit  of  partisan  hostili 
against  the  Government,  believing  that  it  tern 
to  encourage  Rebels,  protract  the  war,  ai 
involve  the  country  in  fresh  difficulties  bol 
at  home  and  abroad  ;  and  we  call  upon  loy 
men  everywhere  to  do  something  in  the 
power  to  allay  all  animosities  of  political  sent 
ment,  to  kindle  anew  the  patriotism  of  tl 
people,  and  to  unite  tlie  patriots  of  all  parti 
in  a  common  effort  to  replenish  our  arniie 
crush  the  rebellion,  and  restore  the  Union. 

Resolved,  That  to  the  brave  soldiers  of  tl 
Republic  who,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  wa 
have  evinced  equal  zeal  and  fortitude,  val< 
and  devotion,  we  tender  the  grateful  thanks 
our  constituents,  of  the  loyal  millions  of  oi 
countrymen,  and  of  the  lovers  of  imparti 
freedom  througliout  the  world ;  and  we  brai 
the  action  of  Governor  Seymour  and  his  part 
sans  in  our  late  Legislature,  whereby  the  leg 
voters  of  the  State  who  shall  then  be  servir 
their  country  in  the  Union  armies,  are  denit 
the  right  of  suffrage  at  our  approaching  elei 
tion,  as  alike  unpatriotic,  invidious  and  unjut^ 
Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  action  of  tl 
Government  in  repelling  in  firm  and  friend! 
terms,  any  attempt  at  foreign  intervention  i 
our  affairs,  and  that  the  State  of  New  Yoi 
will  bear  her  full  share  of  whatever  duties  an 
responsibilities  the  Government  may  hereaft* 
be  compelled  to  assunie  in  preventing  any  pa 
!  of  our  country  from  foreign  invasion,  and  i 
j  maintaining  upon  this  continent  the  ascendant 
i  of  American  influence  and  the  perpetuity  < 
1  republican  institutions. 
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Resolved,  That  we  present  to  the  people  of 
e  State  of  New  York  the  names  of  the  men 
is  day  nominated  as  Union  men,  not  as  par- 
jans,  without  regard  to  their  political  antece- 
mts,  and  we  ask  for  them  the  support  of  all 
yal  men  without  distinction  of  party. 
The  reading  of  the  resolutions  was  frequently 
terrupted  by  applause  from  the  body  of  the 
onvention. 

Amid  loud  calls  for  *'  Raymond,"  Hon.  Hen- 
r  J.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  said :-— I  en- 
aavored,  in  the  share  which  I  had  in  prepar- 
g  those  resolutions,  to  make  them  so  explicit 
lat  no  remarks  would  be  needed  either  in  ex- 
lanation  of  their  terms  or  in  vindication  of 
leir  sentiments;  and  if  I  am  to  infer  any- 
dng  from  the  response  which  they  have  re- 
vived on  their  reading,  in  the  latter  of  these 
aints,  at  least  the  committee  have  been  en- 
rely  successful.  The  resolutions,  as  you  will 
je,  aim  at  the  concentration  of  the  loyal  senti- 
lent  of  this  State  in  support  of  the  ticket  we 
ave  this  day  nominated,  and  of  the  Govern- 
lent  of  the  United  States  in  its  contest  with  the 
ibellion.  [Applause.]  That  is  the  one  great 
bject  with  which  these  resolutions  were  pre- 
ared,  as  I  believe  it  to  have  been  the  great  ob- 
ct  for  which  the  Convention  assembled.  We 
ve  in  times,  fellow-citizens,  I  need  not  remind 
'ou,  when  the  man  who  cannot  raise  himself 
bove  the  mere  party  feeling  of  the  hour,  is 
nfit  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  great  country  in 
hich  it  is  our  blessing  to  live.  We  are  all  of 
s  attached  to  our  political  opinions  and  our 
olitical  parties,  and  if  we  are  sincere  aj^d 
onestmen,  we  believe  that  these  political  par- 
es and  the  principles  of  those  parties,  are  the 
rinciples  and  parties  whose  elevation  will  best 
romote  the  interests  of  our  common  country  ; 
ut  beyond  and  above  all  that — unless  I  have 
died  to  read  aright  the  sentiment  of  those  who 
re  here  assembled — the  great  mass  of  the  peo- 
ple whom  they  represent  whenever  our  country 
i  in  danger  believe  that  no  duty  is  paramount 
0  that  of  rescuing  our  country  from  the  perils 
hat  it  is  in,  and  placing  it  again  on  the  high 
cad  to  union  and  prosperity.  [Applause.] 
We  all  rejoice  to  believe  that  the  terrible  strug- 
le  which  we  have  been  compelled  to  wage 
or  the  past  two  years  draws  near  its  conclu- 
ion.  We  who  live  amongst  these  stirring 
cenes' — who  look  out  from  our  homes  upon 
ts  tragedies  and  its  incidents — will  never  ap- 
jreciate  aright  the  magnitude  of  the  issues  that 
ire  involved,  or  of  the  efforts  that  have  been 
Dut  forth  during  this  struggle.  It  is  reserved 
'or  impartial  and  distant  history  to  place  upon 
he  conduct  of  the  American  people  the  mag- 
lificent  eulogium  which  it  deserves  in  this 
jreat  war.  [Applause.]  Other  nations  have 
ought  well  for  the  integrity  of  their  soil — for 
-he  liberties  they  enjoyed ;  but  there  is  not  a 
page  of  history,  either  ancient  or  modern — Dot 
)ne  solitary  page  or  chapter  that  can  compare 
n  brilliancy  with  that  which  the  last  two  years 
)f  American  history  will  present  to  our  suc- 
Jessors  who  shall  read  it  in  the  ages  that  are 


yet  to  come.  A  rebellion  unparalleled  in  mag- 
nitude and  in  force — unequaled  in  the  history 
of  the  world  for  the  resources  with  which  it 
went  into  the  contest  against  the  established 
Government,  and  it  must  be  confessed,  unpar- 
alleled for  the  valor  and  tenacity  with  which 
the  misguided  men  who  are  engaged  in  it  have 
fought  in  that  wicked  contest — has  been  met  by 
the  Government  with  a  courage  and  patriotism 
and  a  unity  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  a 
command  of  the  national  resources,  and  a  de- 
termination to  rescue  this  great  republic  from 
destruction,  which  will  forever  reflect  transcen- 
dent honor  upon  all  who  shall  have  borne  any 
part,  however  humble,  in  this  great  transac- 
tion. [Applause.]  We  are  assembled  here  to 
give  support  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  in  its  closing  contest  with  the  rebellion 
— not  in  the  field  of  war,  but  in  the  political 
field  which  has  now  become  quite  as  important 
as  that  upon  which  the  struggle  has  hitherto 
been  waged. 

As  the  rebellion  wanes  in  its  strength  and 
proportions,  as  its  resources  are  exhausted,  and 
the  triumphs  of  the  Union  armies  seems  nearly  se 
cured,  we  find  new  allies  to  the  rebellion  spring- 
ing up  here  in  our  midst,  and  across  the  ocean 
among  the  great  monarchies  of  the  old  world. 
These  are  to-day  the  only  strength  of  the  rebel- 
lion, and  if  they  were  deprived  of  all  hope  of 
aid  from  abroad,  and  all  hope  of  aid  in  the 
Northern  States,  which  does  not  hesitate  to 
avow  its  sympathy  with  the  rebellion,  or  at 
least  with  the  rebels,  if  deprived  of  these  two 
sources  of  aid,  one  mouth  would  see  the  end 
of  all  fighting,  and  the  commencement  of  that 
great  act  which  will  carry  joy  to  the  whole 
world,  the  restoration  in  all  its  magnificent 
proportions  of  the  glorious  republic  of  the 
western  continent.  [Applause.]  It  was  for  us 
here  to-day  to  take  such  action,  and  it  is  now 
for  us  to  report  that  action,  and  ask  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  to  ratify  it,  and  so  give  the  reb- 
els to  understand  that  so  far  as  the  State  of  New 
York  is  concerned,  they  have  no  longer  any 
thing  whatever  to  hope  in  the  matter  of  aid  or 
encouragement,  they  have  hitherto  received 
from  this  great  State.  One  year  ago  we  met 
in  this  peace  to  nominate  candidates  for  the  offi- 
ces of  Governor,  Lieut.  Governor,  and  other 
State  officers,  I  had  the  honor  to  be  one  of  that 
Convention  assembled  here  for  khat  purpose. 
We  put  in  nomination  a  tried  patriot,  of  pure 
intent,  and  noble  purposes,  who  had  signalized 
by  the  highest  of  all  tests,  his  devotion  to  his 
country.  He  was  not  successful  in  the  canvass. 
The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  saw  fit  to 
elevate  to  office  the  present  Governor  of  this 
State.  I  took  occasion  here  on  this  spot  to  say 
that  I  believed  this  election  would  be  equiva- 
lent to  direct  aid  and  encouragement  to  the 
rebellion,  and  I  based  the  remark  on  the  know- 
ledge of  the  fact,  that  Gov.  Seymour  had  publicly 
declared  in  a  prepared  speech,  which  had  gone 
forth  to  the  world,  that  it  would  be  quite  as 
revolutionary  to  coerce  the  Southern  States  into 
submission,  as  it  would  be  for  them  to  secede 
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from  the  Union.  Grov.  Seymour  made  that  re- 
mark, while  he  was  candidate  for  an  oflGlce  pre- 
viously, and  that  remark  I  took  to  be  the  key 
of  the  policy  which  he  would  pursue,  and  I 
must  say  in  justice  to  him,  that  he  has  been  so 
far  true  to  his  principles,  as  to  pursue  that  pol- 
icy just  as  far  as  he  has  dared  to  do.  [Ap- 
plause.] I  don't  believe  that  personally  from 
the  real  motives  of  his  heart,  Horatio  Seymour 
is  hostile  to  the  preservation  of  the  American 
Union,  or  to  putting  down  the  rebellion,  but  I 
do  say,  and  I  believe  his  acts  vindicate  my  say- 
ing it,  that  his  political  position,  if  not  his  po- 
litical principles,  have  led  him  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  aids  the  rebellion  far  more  than  it  aids 
the  Government  of  the  United  States.  [Ap- 
plause.] His  bold  outspoken  expression  of 
sympathy  with  Vallandigham,  because  he  had 
been  proved  guilty  of  a  violation  of  a  law  of 
Congress — encouraging  desertions  from  the  ar- 
my— his  efforts  to  resist  the  execution  of  the 
laws  of  Congress  in  regard  to  the  draft — his  dis- 
couragement of  all  attempts  to  replenish  the 
Union  armies — his  speeches  in  New  York,  and 
one  particularly  on  the  4th  of  July,  the  whole 
tenor  of  which  was  one  of  sympathy  with  the 
efforts  of  the  Southern  States  to  overthrow  the 
Government,  and  all  the  acts  of  his  administra- 
tion so  far,  in  my  judgment,  must  lead  thou- 
sands and  tens  of  thousands  of  those  who  voted 
for  him  under  the  belief  that  he  would  aid  in 
a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war  which 
was  then  the  great  want  of  the  country,  to  see 
how  miserably  they  have  been  deluded  in  the 
political  action  which  they  then  took.  I  have 
full  faith,  as  I  always  had,  in  the  patriotism, 
loyalty,  the  devotion  to  their  country  of  the 
great  mass  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  I  be- 
lieve to-day  that  tens  of  thousands  of  those  who 
thus  gave  him  their  votes  under  that  impression 
will  withhold  their  support  from  the  ticket 
whose  success  will  be  a  ratification  of  his 
course.  And  I  think,  therefore,  that  with  pro- 
per efforts,  with  the  efforts  that  every  man  owes 
it  to  his  country  to  put  forth,  the  ticket  we 
have  nominated  to-day  is  reasonably  sure  of 
success.  [Applause.]  VVe  certainly  can  present 
it  to  the  people  of  this  State,  as  a  ticket  strong 
in  character,  strong  in  political  principles, 
strong  in  patriotism,  and  I  am  quite  sure  it  will 
also  prove  to  be  strong  in  the  votes  it  will  re- 
ceive. [Applause,]  The  triumph  of  this  ticket 
in  this  State  this  fall,  will  be  a  noble  and  af- 
fecting contribution  to  the  Government  in  its 
contest  with  the  rebellion.  And  if  the  signs  of 
tlie  times  do  not  deceive  us,  three  months  from 
the  present  time  will  not  elapse,  if  our  army 
can  be  replenished  and  the  political  declarations 
of  the  North  shall  be  in  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment, before  the  last  battle  shall  have  been 
fought,  and  six  months  will  not  elapse  before 
the  Union  will  be  again  restored  to  its  full  pro- 
portions, and  the  glorious  Constitution  of  the 
American  Union  be  restored  to  its  complete  and 
entire  supremacy.  [Loud  applause.] 

The  resolutions  as  reported  were  unanimously 
adopted. 


George  W.  Demers,  Esq.,  of  Rensselaei 

said  that  he  believed  the  resolutions  reporte 
by  the  committee  were  right  in  principle,  an 
that  as  far  as  they  went  they  represented  th 
sentiment  of  this  Convention,  and  he  thougl 
of  the  loyal  people  throiTghout  the  State ;  bi 
he  believed  they  did  not  go  far  enough,  an 
for  the  sake  of  bringing  the  matter  before  tl 
Convention,  he  moved  the  adoption  of  the  fo 
lowing  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  proclamation  of  Presidei 
Lincoln,  decreeing  the  emancipation  of  th 
slaves  of  rebels  who  refuse  to  lay  down  the 
arms,  receiving  as  it  does  the  support  of  evei 
true  soldier  and  general  in  the  army  of  tl: 
Union,  and  every  patriot  at  home,  demands  i 
all  loyal  men  a  cordial  indorsement,  and  of  th 
Convention  an  emphatic  and  unqualified  aj 
proval.  [Applause.] 

Hon.  Clark  B.  Cochrane,  of  Albany,  sai 
that  the  complete  series  of  resolutions  reporte 
by  the  committee  having  received  the  entii 
approbation  of  the  Convention,  nobody  wou]  t 
attempt  to  move  any  further  resolutions. 

Col.  0.  D.  Beard,  of  Kings,  moved  as  a  i 
amendment  to  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Demers,  \  ^ 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  **  Resolved, 
and  inserting  the  following :  :

and  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  tl  i 
formation  in  said  counties  of  one  organizatic  i 
in  each,  on  the  basis  laid  down  by  this  Convex  l 
tion,  to  be  known  as  the  Union  party."  : 

Mr.  Carroll,  of  Rensselaer,  said  he  suppose  ; 
the  amendment  was  not  in  order,  because 
was  not  analogous  to  the  subject  contained  i  r-. 
the  original  resolution.  : 

The  Chair  decided  that  the  amendment  w)  : 
not  in  order  during  the  pendency  of  the  questio  r 
first  presented. 

A.  F.  Campbell,  Esq.,  of  Kings,  moved  thi  ! 
the  resolution  of  Mr.  Demers  lie  on  the  table.  ; 

Hon.  Charles  S.  Spencer,  of  New  York : 
regret  very  much,  Mr.  President,  that  in 
Union  Convention  of  nearly  four  hundred  del« 
gates,  any  gentleman  can  be  found  to  move  t  . 
lay  on  tlie  table  an  indorsement  of  the  proch  • 
mation  of  President  Lincoln.  [Applause.] 
sir,  voted  for  the  resolutions  that  have  bee  • 
submitted  to  this  Convention,  and  indorse  thei  > 
fully,  but  with  the  gentleman  from  Rensselw  • 
who  moved  the  additional  resolution  (Mr.  Dt 
mers),  I  felt  that  there  was  something  wanting 
We  are  told  every  day  by  the  copperheads  < 
the  North,  that  if  the  President  will  withdra' 
his  proclamation  and  issue  a  new  one,  statin  ■ 
to  the  men  of  the  South  that  if  they  will  com 
back  they  shall  be  restored  to  all  the  right 
they  had  under  the  Constitution  when  the  wf 
was  initiated,  slavery  included,  the  rebels  woul 
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t  once  lay  down  their  arms.    Sir,  as  a  member 
»f  the  old  Republican  party,  I  stand  here  to 
Ay,  representing  my  constituents,  that  I  be- 
ieve  the  additional  resolution  is  necessary,  in 
>rder  to  avoid  the  possible  construction  of  the 
•esolutions  already  adopted,  that  we  are  ready  to 
et  these  men  come  back  into  the  Union  with  the 
nstitution  of  slavery  guaranteed.  [Applause.] 
[  believe  that  the  sentiment  of  the  Republican 
[Jnion  party  of  this  State  is  against  such  a 
policy.    I  believe  that  every  man  representing 
1  Republican  constituency  who  either  votes  to 
lay  this  resolution  on  the  table  or  votes  against 
it  when  it  comes  up,  will  find  that  a  good  many 
years  will  elapse  before  they  will  again  send 
him  back  to  a  Republican  Convention.  [Ap- 
plause.]   And,  sir,  though  I  have  not  risen 
with  the  preparation  or  thought  even  of  detain- 
ing this  Convention,  permit  me  in  conclusion 
to  say  that  history,  of  which  the  eloquent  gen- 
tleman from  New  York  (Mr.  Raymond)  so  well 
spoke,  will  not  contain  a  brighter  page  than 
that  which  will  be  illuminated  by  the  glorious 
proclamation  of  emancipation  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coin.  [Applause.] 

E.  C.  Gkover, Esq.,  of  Steuben: — I  believe  I 
have  not  asked,  or  attempted  to  use  any  part  of 
ao^i  this  Convention,  Yet,  coming,  as  I  do,  from  a 
portion  of  the  State  to  which  you  look  for  the 
support  of  this  ticket,  and  th^t  never  has  dis- 
appointed you,  and  I  trust  will  not  now,  I  rise 
to  say  that  I  hope  no  additions  will  be  made  to 
the  resolutions  adopted  here.  [Applause.] 
They  are  right  and  represent  the  impulse  of  the 
loyal  people  of  the  southern  tier.  I  come  from 
a  county  that  has  responded  to  every  call  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  troops, 
that  has  filled  her  quota  every  time,  a  county 
in  which  we  have  the  same  bitter  elements  op- 
posed to  us  that  you  have  in  any  other  county 
of  the  State,  a  county  that  is  loyal  to  the  Gov- 
ernment every  day,  a  county  where  Union  men 
recognize  no  other  political  organizations  than 
those  of  loyalty  and  disloyalty,  a  county  whose 
citizens  feel  to-day,  and  have  felt  ever  since  the 
first  gun  was  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter,  and  the 
little  heroic  band  Maj.  Anderson  had  led  there, 
that  the  deepest  curse  Almighty  God  ever  did 
inflict,  or  ever  could  inflict  upon  any  man, 
would  be  after  the  Government  had  restored 
the  Union  to  have  the  finger  of  scorn  pointed 
at  him,  and  perchance  his  little  ones,  if  they 
were  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  such  a  father, 
saying  "  there  is  a  man  who  resisted  the  Gov- 
ernment in  its  hour  of  peril."  [Applause.] 
Such  is  the  sentiment  of  the  loyal  people  of 
Steuben,  and  the  platform  adopted  here  is  all 
they  ask  to  go  into  the  canvass.  When  the  gen- 
tleman from  New  York  read  this  platform,  and 
it  received  the  cheers  of  the  Steuben  delega- 
tion as  well  as  those  of  the  other  portions  of  the 
State,  I  thought  it  left  no  doubt  upon  the  mind 
of  any  man  that  it  was  all  this  Convention 
asked.  Sir,  we  have  approved  the  course  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  in  language, 
in  act  and  in  deed.  We  have  approved  it  in 
the  platform  adopted.    Is  it  necessary  to  say 


more  ?  I  ask  the  gentleman  to  reflect.  I  wish 
not  to  go  into  a  discussion  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Government  toward  the  so-called  seceding 
States.  Whenever  a  State  repeals  its  ordinance 
of  secession,  lays  down  its  arms,  and  the  peo- 
ple approve  of  that  repeal,  and  indorse  that 
repeal,  they  mdividually  stand  answerable  to 
the  laws  of  the  Government — answerable  for 
their  crimes,  and  to  that  end  we  maintain  the 
Government.  I  wish  not  to  give  any  instruc- 
tion to  the  administration  at  Washington.  I 
believe  they  understand  their  duty,  aud  wish 
to  do  it.  I  believe  these  sentiments.  Sir,  are 
such  as  no  man  need  be  ashamed  of  in  any 
Union  Convention,  and  he  need  not  be  ashamed 
to  come  to  a  Union  Convention  again  animated 
by  them.  And  we  challenge  any  county  in 
the  State  to  came  forward  and  show  a  fairer 
record  in  filling  their  quotas  of  men  who  have 
gone  into  the  field  and  ofi"ered  their  lives,  if 
need  be,  a  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  their 
country.  We  wish  to  unite  the  sentiment 
there.  The  platform  is  a  noble  monument  of 
this  day's  labor  ;  it  meets  the  cordial  approval 
of  every  delegate  from  Steuben.  We  have  no 
candidates,  but  give  us  the  platform  adopted, 
the  candidates  you  have  nominated,  and  we 
will  go  into  the  canvass,  and  God  grant  we  may 
wipe  out  the  last  vestige  of  this  copperhead 
Democracy  we  have  heard  so  much  about. 
[Applause.]  I  therefore  second  the  motion 
that  the  additional  resolution  lay  upon  the 
table. 

Hon.  H.  J.  RatmonDo  of  New  York,  asked 
that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  ofi"ered  by 
Mr.  Campbell,  of  Kings,  be  withdrawn  to  allow 
him  to  make  an  explanation. 

Mr.  Campbell  acceding  to  the  request,  Mr. 
Raymond  said  : 

I  do  not  wish  to  take  any  part  in  the  warm 
discussion  that  has  risen  in  this  Convention. 
I  have  nothing  to  say,  by  way  of  menace  or 
speculation,  as  to  the  possibility  of  any  gentle- 
man coming  back  to  conventions  who  sees  fit  to 
take  any  particular  action.  I  leave  these  con- 
siderations with  those  with  whom  they  may 
have  weight.  For  my  own  part  I  am  quite  con- 
tent to  do  my  duty  as  I  understand  it.  I  think 
my  friend  from  New  York  (Mr.  Spencer)  mis- 
takes a  little  the  character  of  this  Convention, 
for  he  spoke  of  it  throughout  his  remarks  as  a 
Republican  Convention,  and  he  spoke  of  him- 
self as  a  Republican  delegate,  sent  by  Republi- 
cans to  it.  I  honor  his  constituents,  and  I 
honor  him  as  well ;  and  if  this  were  purely  a 
Republican  Convention  I  should  honor  it  quite 
as  much  as  I  do  now.  But  I  understand  that 
this  is  a  Union  Convention,  made  up  of  Union 
men — [applause] — made  up  of  men  who  love 
the  Union  better  than  they  love  the  Republican 
party.  [Applause.]  I  think.  Sir,  that  few  men 
can  surpass  me  in  my  love  for  the  principles 
of  the  Republican  party,  and  few  of  my  friends 
have  devoted  more  hours  of  labor  in  promoting 
the  ascendancy  of  that  party.  But  I  am  here  as 
a  Union  man.  I  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  there  are  many  of  us  who  are  not  Re- 
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publicans,  but  who  stand  by  our  side,  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  fighting  for  the  Union  of  these 
States.  I  remembered  when  those  resolutions 
were  written,  that  there  were  a  good  many  act- 
ing with  us  in  the  support  of  the  Union  and  in 
defense  of  the  Constitution,  who  are  not  quite 
prepared  (though  they  will  be,  I  have  no  doubt,) 
to  have  the  Emancipation  Proclamation  made 
the  test  of  their  loyalty,  and  to  do  so,  I  think, 
will  be  asking  a  little  too  much  of  them.  [Ap- 
plause.] I  have  no  hesitation  in  making  it  the 
test  of  my  loyalty,  nor  have  you.  But  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  there  are  many  to  whom  it 
might  be  somewhat  distasteful  to  say  that  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation  receives  the  in- 
dorsement of  all  loyal  men.  I  fear  there  are  a 
great  many  loyal  men  who  would  hesitate  about 
indorsing  it ;  but  there  is  not  a  man  who  would 
not  stand  firmly  by  the  Union.  The  Committee, 
in  passing  these  resolutions,  went  upon  .the 
principle  that  it  was  wiser  and  more  politic,  and 
safer  in  us  to  announce  principles  than  to  in- 
dorse measures.  They,  therefore,  announced, 
as  entirely  their  own,  the  principles  which 
have  governed  the  Administration  in  the  con- 
duct and  prosecution  of  the  war.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  issuing  of  that  Proclamation  was 
one  of  those  principles  and  measures.  The 
resolutions  reported  assert  that  no  state  can 
come  back  into  the  Union  except  subject  to  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  that  he  may  have  violated,  and  it  is 
needless,  too,  for  me  to  remind  the  gentleman 
who  ofi'ered  that  resolution  that  among  the  laws 
thus  violated  is  not  only  the  Proclamation  of 
Emancipation,  but  also  the  confiscation  act,  and 
a  great  many  other  very  stringent  acts,  which  I 
trust  the  rebels  will  be  made  to  feel  the  force  of 
before  they  get  back  into  the  Union.  [Applause.] 
Now  it  was  not  strange,  under  these  circum- 
stances, that  the  Committee  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  introduce  into  the  resolutions  any 
specific  measure,  the  confiscation  act,  the  Pro- 
clamation of  Emancipation,  the  draft,  or  any 
other  measure,  and  make  it  the  subject  of  spe- 
cial indorsement  or  eulogy.  The  Committee 
were  quite  content  to  indorse  the  Administration 
and  to  insist  that  the  penalties  of  all  laws  vio- 
lated should  be  inflicted  upon  those  who  vio- 
lated them.  In  accordance  with  my  promise  I 
renew  the  motion  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the 
table. 

By  request  of  Mr.  Carroll,  of  Rensselaer,  Mr. 
Campbell,  of  Kings,  again  withdrew  his  motion 
to  lay  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Demers  on  the  table, 
to  enable  Mr.  Demers  to  speak  in  its  support,  on 
condition  that  he  (Mr.  Demers)  would  renew  it 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks. 

Mr.  Demers  said : — The  remarks  which  I 
have  to  make  upon  this  subject  shall  be  very 
few,  and  I  trust  somewhat  to  the  point.  I  am 
lost  in  admiration  of  the  tact,  talent  and  in- 
genuity displayed  by  the  gentleman  who,  I 
believe,  was  the  author  of  these  resolutions,  in 
avoiding  the  subjects  which  he  deemed  most 
pertinent  to  the  issues  of  the  hour.  I  am  lost 
in  admiration  of  the  talent  with  which  he  has  en- 
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omission  to  notice  one  of  the  most  important, 
one  of  the  most  vital,  one  of  the  most  control- 
ling questions  of  the  time.  And  while  I  under- 
stand perfectly  well  the  value  of  that  tact  and 
talent  in  the  management  of  political  conven- 
tions, I  am  not  prepared  to  surrender  my  own 
opinions  ;  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  see  without 
protest  on  my  part  a  Convention  representing 
all  the  loyalty,  all  the  patriotism,  and  nearly  all 
the  intelligence  of  the  Empire  State,  sit  and 
adjourn  without  giving  its  views  upon  this 
question.  Now,  sir,  the  main  point  of  the  gentle- 
man's argument,  if  I  understand  it,  is  this : 
They  have  met  together  in  a  private  caucus,  in 
some  parlor  or  other — no  matter  where.  They 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  upon  a  num- 
ber of  questions  there  are  men  in  various  parts 
of  the  State  who  don't  know  exactly  where 
they  stand,  who,  in  all  the  issues  of  this  hour, 
amid  all  the  troubles  and  perilous  times — 
amidst  its  excitements,  sacrifices  and  its  sur- 
renders, when  other  loyal  men  of  the  country 
are  giving  their  life  and  treasure  and  time  and 
property  and  leisure  to  their  country,  do  not 
know  where  they  stand.  Now,  sir,  if  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation  is  a  measure  of  the 
Government,  it  is  a  vital  measure  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  is  one,  as  I  understand  it,  upon 
which  the  integrity  of  the  Republic  is  based ; 
and  I  believe  there  is  no  other  question  of  such 
importance  on  which  we  stand  committed  be- 
fore the  world  at  this  hour.  The  gentleman 
talks  about  foreign  intervention.  I  believe 
there  is  no  question  before  this  country  upon 
which  we  shall  so  merit  the  contempt  of  every 
nation  upon  the  globe,  as  that  Emancipatioi 
Proclamation,  if  by  any  means  the  Government 
is  forced  to  abandon  it.  Now,  sir,  if  not  aban- 
don it,  why  not  support  it  ?  If  not  abandon  it 
why  not  proclaim  it  our  policy  ?  The  gentle- 
man says  it  is  a  measure  of  the  Government ; 
the  gentleman  says  these  resolutions  are  in- 
tended to  support  every  measure  of  the  Govern- 
ment ;  if  so  why  not  support  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation  ?  It  is  a  measure  of  the  Govern- 
ment; it  has  been  adopted  as  such;  it  has  been 
repeatedly  proclaimed  as  such.  It  was  only  the 
other  day  that  President  Lincoln  was  asked  if 
North  Carolina  would  return  to  its  allegiance 
would  he  accept  her  with  slavery,  and  his  reply 
was  that  it  was  just  one  year  ago  to-day  that  he 
had  issued  the  Emancipation  Proclamation.  It 
is  the  policy  of  the  Government,  a  measure  of 
the  Government — a  vital  measure  of  the  Gov- 
ernment ;  and  if  this  Convention  are  in 
favor  of  supporting  the  measures  of  the  Gov- 
ernment where  the  harm  of  saying  so?  Why, 
there  are  some  gentlemen  who  don't  know 
where  they  stand  ;  you  may  hurt  their  feelings  ; 
I  say  the  man  who  in  this  hour  who  don't 
know  where  he  stands,  who  is  not  prepared  to 
surrender  and  to  sacrifice  his  prejudices  to  the 
Government  is  not  worth  giving  one  iota  of 
principle  for  his  support. 

Hon.  Clark  B.  Cochrane,  of  Albany : — I 
would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman,  in  all  kind- 
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ness,  whether  he  would  now  anticipate  such 
an  occasion,  to  lay  down  a  platform  whereby 
he  would  declare  the  terms  upon  which  we 
should  receive  back  to  the  Union  the  State  of 
North  Carolina ;  if  he  desires  to  lay  down  any 
such  terms  upon  which  we,  as  a  Convention — a 
political  body — upon  which  we  should  recom- 
mend the  reception  of  North  Carolina  into  the 
Union  ? 

Mr.  Demers  : — If  the  gentleman  would  ask  me 
if  I  was  in  favor  of  a  declaration  upon  that 
mooted  point  in  philosophy  that  "  the  moon 
was  made  of  green  cheese,"  his  question  would 
be  just  as  pertinent  as  the  one  he  has  just 
asked.  [Applause,]  I  say  that  the  Emanci- 
pation Proclamation  is  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment at  this  hour ;  that  this  Convention  in  a 
general  way  has  declared  that  it  is  in  favor  of 
supporting  the  policy  of  the  Government.  I 
say  that  I  want  to  give  a  decided  and  specific 
tone  to  the  voice  of  this  Convention  in  respect 
to  what  is  at  this  moment,  not  what  is  to  be  de- 
vised at  some  future  time,  the  policy  of  the 
Government.  Now  to  return  to  my  line  of  argu- 
ment. If  I  understood  the  gentleman  (Mr. 
Raymond)  he  seemed  to  be  very  much  afraid 
that  the  loyal  Democrats  were  opposed  to  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation ;  that  if  we  dis- 
tinctly support  the  President  in  this  matter  ;  if 
we  specifically  put  ourselves  on  the  ground 
which  the  President  in  his  letter  to  be  read  in 
this  hall  to-morrow,  has  put  himself,  we  shall 
injure  the  feelings  of  loyal  Democrats.  I  have 
yet  to  learn  that  there  is  a  loyal  Democrat  in 
the  country  of  any  prominence  whatever  who  is 
opposed  to  the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  I 
know  that  Daniel  S.  Dickenson  [applause]  was 
a  loyal  Democrat,  and  in  favor  of  the  Procla- 
mation. I  read  a  letter  to-day  from  General 
Grant,  also  a  Democrat,  in  which  he  says  most 
specifically  and  most  earnestly  that  he  was  en- 
tirely in  favor  of  the  Proclamation,  and  he  be- 
lieved that  its  enforcement  would  end  in  the 
speedy  triumph  of  our  arms.  [Applause.]  I 
believe.  Sir,  this  Convention  to-day  put  in 
nomination  for  the  office  of  Attorney-General 
John  Cochrane.  [Applause.]  I  want  to  ask  if 
General  John  Cochrane  is  not  a  loyal  Demo- 
crat ?  If  he  is  a  loyal  Democrat  I  will  point 
him  to  the  language  of  General  Cochrane,  in 
which  in  the  most  unqualified  terms  he  declares 
himself  an  earnest  supporter  of  the  Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation.  [Cheers  and  applause.] 
And  so  we  might  go  through  the  whole  list  of 
Democrats,  from  top  to  bottom,  and  unless  it 
was  a  man  infiltrated  with  copperheadism — a 
sneaking,  miserable,  dirty  sentiment,  which 
makes  men  opposed  to  any  principle  that  does 
not  bow  before  this  rebellion,  you  will  find 
every  man  to  be  in  favor  of  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation.  [Applause.]  And  I  don't  be- 
lieve you  are  going  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  any 
such  men  by  saying  so.  Now,  then,  are  w*e 
less  supporters  of  the  Administration  than  the 
men  who  opposed  the  election  of  President 
Lincoln?  Are  we  less  supporters  of  the  Ad- 
ministration than  men  who  in  1860  opposed 


the  Republican  party,  but  who  by  the  stern 
logic  of  events  have  been  led  to  sustain  the 
candidates  of  that  party  ?  Are  we  less  sup- 
porters of  the  Administration  than  that  tho- 
roughly loyal  Democrat  General  John  A.  Lo- 
gan, who,  in  a  speech  out  West  the  other  day, 
at  Cairo,  said  that  the  Proclamation  was  like  a 
beacon  star  of  hope  in  the  firmament  of  our 
glory  ?  I  don't  know  what  class  of  Democrats 
my  friend,  Mr,  Raymond,  is  best  acquainted 
with,  but  judging  from  those  I  have  known  and 
those  I  have  read  of  I  can  assure  him  from 
personal  knowledge  and  industrious  reading, 
that  he  need  have  no  apprehension  that  they 
will  be  in  the  least  hurt  by  such  a  resolution  as 
I  have  introduced,  I  only  say  that  I  am  pre- 
pared for  any  action  the  Convention  may  take  ; 
I  only  wanted  this  question  brought  squarely 
before  the  four  hundred  Republicans  of  the 
State  of  New  York. 
A  Voice  : — Union  men  ?  [Applause.] 
Mr.  Demers  : — Yes,  Union  men,  [Laughter,] 
I  am  like  the  gentleman  who  belonged  so  long 
to  the  Universalist  church  that  when  he  got 
into  the  Methodist  church  he  one  day  was 
making  an  address  and  a  brother  who  did  not 
like  some  of  his  propositions,  and  who  thought 
they  were  rather  broad,  got  up  and  said  that  he 
was  rather  opposed  to  that  style  of  thing,  and 
he  was  somewhat  afraid  that  the  gentleman  was 
a  little  loose,  and  he  hoped  he  would  not  put 
himself  in  danger  of  any  future  punishment. 
"Oh,"  says  he,  we  Universalists  abolished 
hell  and  damnation  long  ago."  [Laughter  and 
applause.]  I  know  the  Republican  party  was  a 
venerable  and  useful  institution  in  its  day,  and 
I  had  the  honor  to  belong  to  it.  I  believe  it 
did  good,  and  I  love  it  so  much  that  when  I 
talk  about  anything  in  politics  I  find  the  term 
"  Republican  "  on  my  tongue.  [Applause.]  I 
say  in  that  if  this  Republican  Union  Conven- 
tion of  the  State  of  New  York  adopt  that  reso- 
lution, I  can  tell,  in  the  language  of  the  chair- 
man, who  will  attack  it?  It  will  be  all  the 
sneaking  opponents  of  the  Government,  all  the 
men  who  are  in  favor  of  mob  violence,  which 
disgraced  the  city  of  New  York  and  burned 
and  sacked  the  house  of  the  Postmaster ;  all 
the  ragtag  and  bob-tail  who  assembled  in  front 
of  the  City  Hall  to  hear  the  eloquent  and  ac- 
complished Governor  Seymour  call  them  "his 
friends ;"  all  the  men  who,  whenever  any 
measure  is  proposed  for  the  prosecution  of  this 
war  to  a  speedy,  effectual  and  final  putting 
down  of  the  rebellion,  sneak  one  side,  and  hiss 
and  find  fault.  [Applause  ]  And  I  tell  you, 
in  the  language  of  the  chairman,  too,  who  will 
not  oppose  that  resolution  ;  all  the  men  who 
have  given  their  time  and  their  money  to  the 
support  of  the  Government ;  all  the  men  whose 
brothers  and  sons  are  lying  cold  and  stark  on 
the  soil  of  the  South  to-day  for  this  Govern- 
ment ;  all  the  men  who  have  relations  hobbling 
about  in  the  hospitals  of  this  Government  this 
day  ;  all  the  men  and  women  in  the  North  who 
have  seen  dear  ones  and  loved  ones  leave  their 
homes,  and  leave  their  kindred  associations  and 
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go  forth  upon  the  field  of  battle  to  sustain  this 
Government,  and  the  men  who  stand  to-day 
like  the  serried  wall  of  adamant,  firm  and 
strong  against  the  march  of  the  Southern 
hosts  ;  they  will  not  object  to  this  resolution. 
[Applause.]  And  in  that  glorious  day,  which 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 
so  beautifully  depicted  (I  wish  I  had  his  wealth 
of  language  that  I  could  reproduce  it)  in  that 
glorious  coming  time  when  the  star  of  peace 
again  beams  upon  our  horizon,  and  in  the  sky 
there  is  no  cloud  to  mar  the  prospect  of  our 
glory,  and  our  honor,  and  our  happiness  ;  and 
when  on  the  green  fields  of  peace  reunited  con- 
federations come  and  assemble  together  again 
with  brother  hand  to  hand,  with  brother  heart 
to  heart,  all  the  people  of  the  United  States- 
all  the  people  South  as  well  as  North— will  feel 
that  when  you  carry  out  this  measure  you  take 
a  curse  olf  of  the  shoulders  of  every  true 
Union  man  in  the  South— will  feel  that  the 
glory,  and  the  dignity,  and  the  strength,  and 
the  honor  of  this  Republic  lay  wrapped  in  the 
swaddling  bands  of  the  Emancipation  Procla- 
mation. [Tremendous  applause.]  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  accordance  with  my  promise,  I  renew 
the  motion  to  lay  my  own  resolution  on  the 
table.  [Laughter.] 

Col.  0.  D.  Beard,  of  Kings  :— It  has  been  said 
in  urging  (cries  of  "  Question,")  that  all  the 
army  if  they  were  here,  that  all  men  in  arms  to 
support  the  Government,  would  vote  against 
laying  the  resolution  on  the  table.  Now,  I  wish 
to  say  that  I  have  been  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  from  the  19th  of  April,  1861, 
until  a  few  months  ago,  and  I  am  one  of  those 
who  believe  it  would  be  imprudent  to  pass  this 
resolution.  I  believe,  sir,  further  than  that, 
that  I  have  gone  about  as  far  in  practical  Eman- 
cipation as  the  gentleman  who  ofl'ers  the  resolu- 
tion, or  any  other  gentleman  here.  I  had  the 
honor  to  command  the  first  black  regiment  that 
went  into  and  fought  in  this  war.  [Applause.] 
I  have  had  the  honor  and  privilege  of  taking 
more  men  out  of  bondage  under  that  Emanci- 
pation Proclamation  than  any  other  gentleman 
in  this  Convention.  But,  sir,  while  I  thank 
God  that  Abraham  Lincoln  had  nerve  and  heart 
enough  to  do  that  just,  great  and  holy  act,  I 
don't  believe  there  is  any  necessity  of  pointing 
specially  to  this,  that  or  the  other  act  of  the 
administration.  If  we  indorse  this  measure 
specially,  why  should  we  not  indicate  our  ap- 
proval specially  of  everything  he  has  done  down 
to  his  appointment  of  postmasters. 

Ezra  Graves,  Esq.,  of  Herkimer :— Am  I 
mistaken  in  supposing  that  the  resolutions 
passed  contain  an  indorsement  of  the  entire 
conduct  of  the  Administration  ? 

The  Chair  :— The  Chair  understands  that  the 
resolutions  do  thus  indorse  the  conduct  of  the 
Administration. 

Mr.  Graves:— Then  why  single  out  one 
single  act  of  the  Administration  and  pass 
separately  upon  it  ? 

Hon.  C.  S.  Spencer,  of  New  York :— Why 
did  the  Union  State  Convention  a  year  ago  select 


the  identical  Emancipation  Proclamation  an( 
devote  a  resolution  to  it  ? 

A  Voice  :— To  allow  us  to  get  beaten. 
Mr.  Graves  : — To  afford  Horatio  Seymou 
the  opportunity  of  being  elected. 

W.  W.  Hegemax,  Esq.,  of  Monroe : — Befor 
the  question  is  put,  I  desire  to  say  a  singl 
word.  I  have  not  occupied  the  attention  of  th 
Convention  to-day  more  than  a  moment, 
believe  there  is  nothing  under  Heaven  upo: 
which  men  are  so  likely  to  go  astray  as  unde 
the  influence  of  an  eloquent  speech,  especiall 
if  it  be  a  short  one.  I  believe  this  Conventio 
to-night  are  on  the  very  point  of  doing  a  ver 
absurd  thing,  under  the  influence  of  just  sue 
a  speech.  lam  a  "radical,"  and  have  bee 
known  as  such  all  of  my  short  life.  I  lik 
that  Emancipation  Proclamation,  but  I  do  hof 
that  no  special  resolution  of  indorsement 
that  Proclamation  will  be  saddled  upon  thi 
Convention.  Do  you  want  to  know  why 
Because  I  think  it  would  be  impolitic.  I  hopi 
therefore,  the  resolution  will  not  pass. 

Hon.  Charles  J.  Folger,  of  Ontario,  move 
to  amend  the  resolution,  adding  at  the  e; 
thereof   the  words,    "as  a    war  measure 
thoroughly  legal  and  justifiable." 
Mr.  Demers  accepted  the  amendment. 
Mr.  Raymond  :— As  the  amendment  has  bee 
accepted,  1  think  it  obviates  all  objection  to  tl 
original  resolution,  and  I  trust  the  ayes  ai 
noes  will  not  be  insisted  upon,  but  that  tl 
resolution  will  be  unanimously  adopted. 
The  resolution  as  amended  was  read  a.s  follow; 
Resolved,  That  the  proclamation  of  Preside: 
Lincoln,  decreeing  the  emancipation  of  slaves 
rebels  who  refuse  to  lay  down  their  arms,  r 
ceiving  as  it  does  the  support  of  every  tri 
soldier  and  general  in  the  aamy  of  the  Unio 
and  every  patriot  at  home,  demands  of  all  loy 
men  a  cordial  indorsement,  and  of  the  Convr 
tion  an  emphatic  and  unqualified  approval  a 
war  measure,  thoroughly  legal  and  justifiable 
The  vote  was  taken  on  the  resolution 
amended,  which  was  adopted  amid  loud  a 
plause. 

Col.  0.  D.  Beard,  of  Kings,  offered  the 
lowing  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  in  all  counties  where  there 
more  than  one  political  organization,  oppos' 
to  the  so-called  Democratic  party,  and  in  cou 
ties  having  but  one  such  organization,  if  su 
organization  is  known  by  the  name  of  "  Repa 
lican,"  the  delegates  to  this  Convention  frc 
said  counties  are  requested  at  an  early  day 
practicable  to  confer  with  said  organization,  a 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  f( 
mation  in  said  counties  of  one  organization 
each,  on  the  basis  laid  down  by  this  Conv( 
tion,  to  be  known  as  the  Union  party. 

Mr.  Raymond,  of  New  York,  said  that  wh 
he  entirely  approved  of  the  purpose  of  the  r 
olution  offered,  it  appeared  to  him  to  enter  t 
much  into  the  detail  of  organization  to  be  a  p 
per  subject  in  the  action  of  this  Conventi 
He  moved,  therefore,  that  it  be  referred  to 
State  Central  Committee. 
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WMcli  was  carried. 

Hon.  John  Fine,  of  St.  Lawrence,  oflFered  the 
llowing  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we 
cord  our  approbation  of  our  late  Senator, 
on.  Preston  King,  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
,ates.  We  admire  his  uniform,  unconditional 
ipport  of  the  administration,  his  unwavering 
•nfidence  in  the  final  triumph  of  our  arms,  and 
a  abiding  faith  in  Divine  Providence  that  he 
ill  protect  us  as  one  people,  and  restore  us  to 
)ace  and  prosperity. 
Which  was  adopted.

UNION  STATE  COMMITTEE, 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Union  State  Central  Com- 
ittee,  held  at  the  Delavan  House,  in  Albany, 
3ptember  8th,  1863,  the  following  letters  of 
jclination  were  presented  and  read  : — 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Sept.  5,  1863. 

7  the  State  Committee  : 

Gentlemen — I  hear  that  I  am  named  for  the 
lee  of  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Republican- 
nion  Convention.  I  am  gratified  :  for  it  is  a 
:eat  honor.  I  am  surprised  :  for  that  honor 
as  undreamt  of,  and,  I  may  add,  unearned. 

I  must  decline  it,  for  what  should  be,  and  I 
link  are,  good  reasons. 

I.  Is  it  not  well,  save  in  exceptional  cases,  of 
eculiar  personal  fitness,  to  keep  the  civil  and 
lilitary  careers  distinct  ?  Political  soldiers  and 
dlitary  statesmen  will  hardly  advance  the 
•ts  of  War  or  Peace.  Is  it  well  for  the  people 
ho  counsel,  or  for  the  army  that  acts  ? 


II.  I  think  I  can  be  of  more  service  where  I 
am,  with  a  larger  amount  of  experience  than  I 
can  bring  to  any  civil  office. 

III.  I  left  home  in  command  of  a  regiment, 
composed  mainly  of  the  sons  of  friends  and 
neighbors,  in  a  measure  committed  to  my  care. 
I  can  hardly  ask  for  my  discharge  while  theirs 
cannot  be  granted  ;  and  I  have  a  strong  desire, 
if  alive,  to  carry  back  those  whom  the  chances 
of  time  and  war  shall  permit  to  be  "present," 
and  to  account  in  person  for  all. 

If  I  were  in  civil  life,  I  should  accept  your 
offer  promptly.  Absence  and  a  new  pursuit 
may  deprive  us  of  the  details  of  political  strife 
at  home ;  but  for  these  very  reasons,  the  great 
outlines  become  clearer.  A  strong  organization 
invites  to  its  broad  platform  all  who  desire  to 
uphold  the  men  entrusted  with  the  National 
Government  in  a  time  of  supreme  difficulty.  A 
powerful  opposition  is  arrayed  on  the  other 
side,  differing  on  minor  issues ;  loyal,  doubt- 
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less,  Cfor  I  speak  not  of  the  ignoble  few  whom 
all  parties  reject,)  but,  too  much  under  the  do- 
minion of  the  party  traditions  and  party  pas- 
sions of  less  critical  times,  and  over  confident 
in  its  own  good  intentions  and  in  the  elasticity 
of  even  the  freest  institutions.  Every  thought- 
ful man  must  pause  before  turning  away  from 
the  former,  and  before  disturbing,  in  any  way, 
that  unity  of  action  between  State  and  Nation, 
so  vitally  important  to-day.  There  is  danger 
of  legitimate  power  becoming  arbitrary ;  but 
there  is  more  danger  of  legitimate  opposition 
becoming  factious.  There  is  danger  in  the  doc- 
trine that  the  Administration  is  practically 
the  Government,"  when  that  doctrine  is  pushed 
to  extremes;  but  I  look  forgivingly  even  on 
this,  when  I  hear  people  disloyal  to  the  core, 
and  waiting  to  welcome  Lee,  exclaim  :  *'  We 
know  the  Administration  wishes  to  crush  us." 
They  recognize  a  government  somewhere.  Is  it 
in  Utopia?    Is  it  in  Richmond  ? 

Should  the  State  of  our  pride  and  our  afi'ec- 
tions  range  herself  again  against  the  National 
Government,  I  should  deplore  it.  I  should  not 
dare  to  accuse  her  of  being  disloyal,  but  I 
should  lament  that  she  had  been  unspeakably 
unwise.  Such  a  course  would  strengthen  the 
last  hope  of  the  rebellion ;  would  weaken  the 
arms  of  the  sons  of  New  York  in  the  field,  and 
would  require  painful  explanation  on  our  part 
to  the  single-minded  and  stout-hearted  men  of 
the  border. 

Pardon  me  this  breach  of  military  reticence. 
We  hear  and  talk  almost  nothing  of  "  politics" 
in  our  little  world.  Our  duty  is  to  obey  and 
not  to  discuss ;  and,  in  troublous  periods,  obe- 
dience is  a  pleasure  as  well  as  a  duty. 

With  hearty  wishes  for  your  success  in  the 
interests  of  us  all,  and  thanking  you  again  for 
all  that  there  is  of  compliment  and  confidence
